Complaints 
have béen made of the delay caused 
to shipping by the’ way in which the 
regulations deuling with vessels bring- 
ing explosives into Hongkong a:e 
worked, aud the iuconvenie..ce which 
ariscs fiom the fact that the officers 
to whom is etitrusted the medical 
inspection of vessels are allowed to 
do private practice instead of devoting 
their whele time to their official work, 
and represeri'ations have been made 
to the Government and will be re- 
newed. Mr. Hewett referred ‘0 an- 
other dungerous Bill, the Imbccile 
Twmigiants Ordinarce, and sevmed 
to suggest that the adjective was 
applicable to the Ordinance as well 
as to the immigrants concerned. He 
reminded his Bearers that the whole 
prosperity of Hongkong depends on 
the fucilitics and encouragements 
given to shippin + pointing out that 
“the position of Hongkong os a 
distributing centre is not impregn- 
uble.” He referred to the »pening 
of Kongmoon and the ostablishm-nt 
of a nun:ber of ports of call 
on the West River, und spoke 
ratefully of the assistance given by 
. M. Customs, ard the able co- 
operatic n of H. B. M. Consul, Mr, Fox. 
Waichow is to be «pened tu forcign 
trade when Article VIII of the Treaty 
of Shanghai comes into operation, but 
Mr. Hewett is anxious that it ~hould 
be wpencd at once, as well as the 
sister city of Kwaishin, ‘The former 
city is north-east of Kowloon Terri- 
tory, There bas been a diminution 
of piracy on ‘he West River, but no 
serious attempt has been made. by 
the Chinese officials to deal with the 
evil, und “the only means of finally 
disposing of ihis question is to 
up t!e piratical villages, the po: itions 
of which’ are perfecily. weli-known 
to the Chinese authorities.” Mr, 
Hewelt regretted that the Chinese 
have rob carried out their promise 
to remove the barriers in the Can‘on 
river, but expressed his sutisfaction 
at the steps that were b ing taken 
by the Custume and the colorial 
gover: ment to improve the light- 
ing of that river. On the subject 
joe he nw commercial  tre:ties 
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with China, Mr. Hewett remark- 
ed that it is satisfactory to find 
that they ensure the payment of, 
duties in silver, and mentioned that 
it was understood that the German 
treaty will shortly be ready for signa- 
ture. He spoke at some length but 
hardly with his customary lucidity 
on fiscal reform, but recalled that, 
after all, “Hongkong . . . is chiefly 
a port of call for shipping. Its local 
productions are practically nil and its 
manufactures limited. An enormous 
volume of trade, a large proportion 
of which is non-British, centres here 
for distribution to China, the Philip- 
pines, and other non-British terri- 
tories, and consequently we must 
strain every nerve to attract this 
foreign trade to our port, and we 
cannot in our own local interests 
therefore regard this question of fiscal 
reform from the strictly Imperial} 
point of view which may be possible 
or desirable in other outlying portions 
of our Empire.” To his last and 
most important topic Mr. Hewett 
devoted some considerable time, and 
what he said was evidently received 
with fall approval by bis hearers. 
It was the urgent necessity to Hong- 
kong of the Canton-Kowloon Rail- 
way, as to which the concessionaires 
have shown such regrettable apathy. 
It isa matter of only 120 miles of 
which one-fifth would be in Hong- 
kong territory, and is estimated to 
4 cost £1,500,000 sterling. He urged 
that the colony of Hongkong “should 
be allowed to guarantee for a term 
of years the interest on the capital 
required for the section across the 
New Territory, or if necessary should 
construct and own the line, while tho 
Home Government sliould for once, 
in the interests of British trade in 
China, break through its traditions 
and guarantee the interest on the 
cost of that section outside the 
colony.” Unfortunately, Hongkong 
isnot in South Africa, Mr, Hewett 
concluded by congratulating the 
colony on the appointment of so able 
an Administrator, after the departure 
of Sir Henry Blake, as the Colonial 
Secretary; ‘spoke in the warmest 
terms of Mr. James Scott, H. M. 
Consul-General at Canton, who hag 
gone home on leave, and who, there 
is good reason to fear, may not! 
return to Chioa; and referred very 
gracefully to the death of Admiral 
of the Fleet Sir Henry Keppel. He 
wound up with a sentence which ever; 
Englishman in the Far East wiil{ 
echo: “We have recently had before 
as in a forcible manner the advantage 
which lies with those who hold the 
command of the sea, and it is good 
on oecasion to recall the debt we 
owe to His Mnjesty’s senior cervice, 
’ and to remember that their presence 
here means security to our trade in 
these far distant waters, and ensures 
the safety of all those who dwel 
under the shadow of our wide-flung |

NOT QUITE 
UNPRECEDENTED. 
Tokio, 29th April. 
The skirmish on the Yalu on the 
26th instant was unprecedented, be- 
img an engagement between acavalry 
force and a torpedo-boat—Our own 
correspondent, 
THE SINKING OF THE 
KINSHIU MARU, ETO. 


We are indebted to Major-General 
Dessino for the following telegram :— 
Port Arthur, 28th April 

According to a report received, the 
cruiser Rossia stopped near Gensan 
a Japanese military transport of 
nearly 4,000 tons. It was proposed 
to the men on board the transport to 
take them prisoners and that they 
should come on board the cruiser, 
Seventeen officers, 85 of the vessel’s 
crew, 65 military coolies, and 28 
soldiers were taken on board the 
Rossia. The rest of the soldiers, 
about 200, refused to surrender and 
endeavoured to resist, and the trans- 
port was sank, 

On board of the transport were 
found a cousiderable quantity of coal 
munitions of war, and provisions. 

Near the Vafangou station, near 
the railway bridge, thanks to the fire 
of the post guarding tinis point, some 
thirty mounted brigands (Hunghu. 
tze) who were trying to cross the 
railway, were dispersed. 

In the Primorski (Vladivostock) 
and Yinkou (Newchwang) districts 
there is no change. 

At Port Arthur, at about 6am, 
on the 28th inst. six Japanese torpe- 
do-boats appeared in the outer road- 
stead, close to the place where the 
Petropavlovsk foundered. ‘They were 
discovered by the searchlights, and 
the batteries fircd three shots at them, 
The enemy made a similar response, 
endoavouring to reach the search- 
lights of battery No, 22.

The Russian torpedo-boats after 
leaving Gensan og the 25th en- 
countered at sea on the night of the 
26th the Japanese ‘transport Kinshiu 
Maru, of 4,000 tons, 
officers, 85 carriers, and 65 of the 


The re- 
mainder of the troops, 200 in number, 
refused to surrender, and were sent to 
the bottom with their ship—Reuter. 
Tokio, 29th April. 

It is officially announced that the 
Kinshiu Maru sank after being tor- 
pedoed by the Russians. 

The intendant-captain and pay- 
master went on board a. Russian 
man-of-war, and the other non-com- 
batants are understood to have been 
made prisoners. 

Forty-nine soldiers and nine others 
were saved by a Japanese salvage 
boat—Our own correspondent. 

Later. 

It is officially announced that the 
Kinshui Mara was broken in two by 
the explosion of the Russian torpe- 
does off Shinpo, near Gensan, on the 
morning of the 26th instant, where- 
upon the troops on board fired vol- 
leys. 

A few men committed hara-kiri. 

No troops were captured alive, 

The killed included five offic: rs 
and about 80 men.—Our own cor- 
respo' 

The following official telegram, re- 
ceived on Suturday morning, has been 
kindly communicated to us by the 
Consul-General for Japan :-— 

‘As the 9th company of the 37th 
infantry regiment (peace strength) 
were returning to Gensan in the 
transport Kinshiu Maru, after recon- 
noitring Yiwon and the neighbour- 
hood, in Hongyangdo, they were stop- 
ped at 11.15 p.m. on the 25th of 
April off Sinpho by three Russian 
cruisers and two torpedo-boats. The 
Rossia then approached the Kinshiu 
Maru. ‘The captain of the vessel, 
accompanied by the superintending 
naval officer and two other officers, 
went aboard the Rossia, where tic y 
were apparently detained. The enemy 
gave an hour's respite for surren- 
der, but the soldiers in strict dis- 
cipline, obeying their officer's order, 
refused. At 1.30 am, the enemy 
discharged a torpedo, whereupon our 
soldiers, forming themselves into 
lines on deck, exchanged fire with 
the enemy, during which many of 
our officers and men perished. 

About 2 a.m. another torpedo was 
discharged, hitting the engine-room, 
and splitting the transport in two. 

Some coolies and merchants had 
previously taken to the boats, and 
were subsequently joined by some 
of the soldiers after the explosion. 

The boats then rowed westward, 
and after i-deseribahle sufforings 
ceached Sinpho on the 27th, ‘There 
were 45 petty. officers and privates,

Most of the crew and 
coolies appear to have been taken by 
| the enemy. All the military, except 
the above-mentioned survivors, ap- 
pear to have died.

preters. Of the surviving soldiers, 
ten are slightly and one’ seriously 
wounded,

‘The Japanese newspapers unani- 
mously sympathise with the splendid 
death of the land force on the sea, 
but they point out that since the 
commencement of hostilities they 
have become so accustomed to reports 
of victory, that it is not impossible 
that the Japanese have reached a 
position of overweening confidence. 
‘The Kinshiu Maru, they say, has 
not been lost in vain, as her loss 
may averb many impending greater 
calamities. 
This incident, though deeply re- 
gretted, does not affect the general 
operations.—Our own correspondent. 
2nd May. 
From later advices it is learnt that 
the soldiers on board the Kinshiu 
Maru burned all documents, removed 
their uniforms and badges, and after 
firing volleys, gave three cheers for 
the Emperor and for Japan, 
Torpedo-boats escorted the Kin- 
shiu Maru on her outward voyage, but 
could not do it on the return voyage 
owing to the bad weather, and this 
caused the disaster. The distance 
between the Kinshiu Maru when she 
was stopped and the land was sixteen 
miles—Our own correspondent.

NEWS FROM THE RUSSIAN 


SIDE. 


The following telegram has been 
kindly communicated to us by Major- 
General Dessino :— 

Port Arthur, 29th April. 

It is reported from Vladivostock 
that to-day at 7.25 a.m., the enemy's 

uadron was seen south of Askold 
island, its strength being ten large 
vessels and six torpedo-boats. At 
9.45 am. it took the direction of 
Rousky island, steaming westward. 
No other news on this subject has 
been received. 

According to the report of Captain 
Bolchakof, the Corean officials at 
Kengshen (Kyéngsyong) seemed to 
be on the Japanese ide, and would 
give no assistance to the Russians. 

In different paris of the province 
of Kirin, the activity of the Hunghu- 
tze is increasing. The bands, mostly 
mounted, and 100 to 500. strong, 
seem to have some organisation. The 
pickets of railway guards have had 
some small engagements, on the 26th 
near Shitooucenzy, and on the 27th 
near the station at Tchaotoufu. In 
the former skirmish we had one 
soldier wounded, and in the latter 
Lieut. Boutkevitch received contu- 
sions, and two soldiers were killed. 

During the night of the 29th, be- 
tween Telin and Suitaiczy, the patrols 
of the railway guard heard an explo- 
sion ; the patrols opened fire to which 
the bandits answered with a volley 
and made off. 

It was found that some 70 feet 
from the bridge, four pyroxiline cart- 
ridges had been placed on the rails 
over a distance of nearly 100 yards ; 
the explosion destroyed six rails ; the 
road-bed aad: the sleepers were not 
destroyed, and traffic has been re- 
sumed. 

On the same night, between Sin- 
taiczy and Houshitai, a fresh explo- 
sion was perceived at the junction of 
two rails, over a length of ten feet. 
‘Another cartridge which had not gone 
off was discovered. 

The culprits could not be: found. 
‘The road is repaired. 








‘At the station at Ereendjiandzy, in 
the course of an investigation, a large 
quantity of rokorok (explosive coi- 
pound) was found in some Chinese 
shops, and some Bickford fuses. Some 
arrests have been made. 

‘At Port Arthur and Newchwang 
all is quiet.

THE FIRST JAPANESE 
VICTORY ON LAND. 
KIULIENCHENG 
OCCUPIED. 

Tokio, 1st May. 

‘The following news is official :— 
As the result of a bombardment 
which began at dawn to-day, the 
Japanese have oocupied Kiulien- 

chéng—Our own correspondent. 
+2 Kinlionchéng is on the north side 
of the Yalu, onthe high road to Féng- 


huangehéng, from which it is distant

General Kuroki reports that he 
occupied the heights in the neigh- 
bourhood of Kiuliencheng this 
morning. After a severe cannonade, 
the Russians were silenced and the 
town was occupied, the eyemy fleeing 
toHoochen.—Ourown correspondent. 

London vié Bombay, Ist May. 


It is stated at Washington that 
reports have reached the State De- 
ent of a great battle on the 
Yalu, resulting in a complete victory 
for tbe Japanese,—Reuter. 
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“Colonel Tsuneyoshi, Jap:nese 
Miltary Agent at Shanghai, has 
kindly placed at our di-posal the 
following telegram received by him 
at 8.30 pm. on Sunday from General 
Baron Kodama :— 

“Our First Army opened fire this 
morning upon th enemy occupying 
Kiulienchéng, and silenced th: 
enemy's artillery at 7.05 am. Ov 
this, each division began marching 
in attack and succeeded in occupying 
Kiulienchéng and the adjacent high 
lands to the north between 8.15 and 

a.m.” 


The Consul-General for Japan has 
courteously placed the following 
official telegrams received on Monday 
from Tokio at our disposal :-— 

General Kuroki reports under date 
the 26th April that to prepare for 
laying bridges a detachment of the 
Imperial Guards and the Second 
Division attacked and dispersed the 
enemy on the islets in the Yalu and 
occupied them. The Imperial Guards 
had nine slightly and sixteen serious- 
ly wounded, while the second division 
had no casualties. The enemy re- 
treated, carrying many dead ad 
wounded towards Kiulienchéng. A 
Russian cwwalryman, who was taken 
prisoner, says that the 22nd, 23rd and 
24th infantry regiment: of the East 
erm Siberian sharpshooter formed 
the van. Lieu enant Senyoloff, com- 
manding mounted scouts of th : 22d 
regiment, was found ead an! was 
buried at Wiju. Ninety-five dead 
and six live horses of the enomy w-re 
also found. From noon until the 
27th the enemy fired intermi tent 
upon Wiju, but were unan-we 
On the 26th two gunboa's, 1wo 
torpedo-boats and two st-amers, de- 
tached from the Hes»ya squadron, 
ascended the Yalu, exchanged s'io's 
with the enemy on Antznvhin and 
silenced then. The detachmen: 
suffered no damage. On the 28th 
April two infantry companies of the 
Imperial Guards reconnoitred Hnshan, 
and one section wis detached to pro- 
ceed to Litznyuen, whence the enemy 
fled, leaving five deid, The enemy 
fired at long range from the nwigh- 
bourhood of Kiulienchéng upon 
Wiju without much effect upon 
our preparative works. Ou the 29th 
the 12th division commenced bridg- 
ing at Sukuchin and completed 
eurly on the moraing of the 30th, 
and the army crossed. From 10.40 
am, 10 1.20 p.m, severe firing came 
from all sides, but the enemy was 
soon silenced. Our losses were: 
among the officers five slightly 
wounded ; non-commissioned officers 
two killed, 22 wounded. At 8 
pam, the same day the bridge over 
the main siream was onmpleted and 
the army crossed and advanced upon 
Hushan. The same day detachments 
from the Hosoya squadron, advanced 
below Antungsien and fought at close 
range with 400 of the enemy’s infant- 








upon us heavily, but after an hour 
the enemy retreated.

[1st May at daybreak we commenced 
cannonading and silenced the enemy's

General Kuroki reports from Kiu- 
lienchéng that on the Ist inst., not- 
withstanding a stout resistance, the 
Secoud and Twelfth Divis'ons and the 
Imperial Guards advanced by three 
roads driving the enemy before them. 
We captured at 8 a.m. the line from 
Antungsien toLiushukou, and theIm- 
perial Guards surrounded the enemy 
on three sides and afier a severe 
fight captured 20 guns with horses 
and carriages, and over 20 officers 
and many men. Thegeneral reserve 
corps advanced by the Liaoyang road. 
The enemy was composed of the 
whole 8rd division and the 23rd and 
24th regiments of the 6th infantry 
division of sharpshooters, General 
Mischenko’s cavalry brigade, and 
about 40 guns and eight inichine 
guns. They fled towards Fenghuang- 
chéng. O:ir casualties were at most 
700. The total booty includes 28 
quickfiring guns anid large quantities 
of rifles and ammunition. Our heavy 
field guns were very effective. A 
Russian officer who’ was taken pri- 
soner says the commanders of both 
the army corps «nd division were 
wounded, and their casualties exceed 
800.

“Through 
the reconnoitring of our outposts it was 
found out that strong Japanese detach- 
ments are on an island opposite the 
height which is situated a little north of 
Syndiakou, and also in the villages of the 
valley of the river Toutenho. No enemy 
was found between the mouth of this 
river and Ambjhe, A Japanese advanced 
post was found under.s hill which lies to 
the east of this height. The Japanese 
have constructed bridges across the 
eastern channel of the Yalu, near Wiju 
and upwards of the mouth of Toutenho. 
‘The Japanese are preparing the crossing 
of the main channel of the Yalu. On 
the morning of the 28th April, two large 
and two small steamers towed pontoons 
to the mouth of the Yalu.

On the 28th April General Sassulitsh 
sent a detachment composed of ore 
battalion of the 22nd Regiment and the 
rifles of the 10th and 12th Regiments 
with the order to attack a Japanese ad- 
vance detachment, which during the 
evening, had crossed the Yalu and oo- 
cupied Lizaven and the heights near 
Husan.

Uxper “Latest News,” this morning's

Japanese divisions crossed the Yalu and 
the general attack commenced on the 
morning of the Ist of May. It is a 
nounced from St. Petersburg that the 
Russians retired in good order towa 
‘Tunghu and Antchen before the numeri- 
cal superiority of the Japanese. It is 
announced from Tokio that the Russians 
effected their retreat after fivo days’ 
fighting. The Japanese losses are 700 
killed and wounded, those of the Rus. 
sians, 800; tho latter lost 28 guns 
and numerous prisoners. It is wired 
from Seoul that the Japanese pursued 
the Russians in the direction of Féng- 
huangehéng from 2 to 8 p.m. The Rus- 
wacuated Antung after half-an- 
lively fighting. The report of 
General Kuropatkin explains that the 
Japanese led their principal attack 
against the left wing of the Russians 
which was composed of only 5,000 to 
6,000 men. Tho rest of the army was 
read out over a wide extent, so 
that the Russians wore fighting against 
an enemy five or six times their 
strength. A Russian regiment pro- 
tecting the retreat fought heroically 
against an entire division and was 
decimated. Two batteries wore obliged 
to leave their guns, the ground being 
impracticable, all the horses and nearly 
all the gunnors being killed. The Rus- 
sians spiked their guns. The report says 
that the Japanese lost 3,000 to 4,000 
killed. ‘The Japanese endeavoured to 
pursue the Russians in the direction of 
Fenghuangekéng, but they were stopped 
and lost 300 men.—The Municipal elec- 
tions at Paris have passed off quietly — 
At Marseilles, the officers of the merchant 
navy persist in continuing the strike. 
The stoppago of business in the port is 
almost complete—At Port Arthur, the 
Russians successfully repulsed a fresh 
attack by the Japanese, sinking eight 
ficeships with arms and artillery, as woll 
as two Japanese torpedo-boats, in their 
attempt to block the channel.—The 
death is announced of M. Duclaux of the 
Pastour Institute. 
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R ROBERT HART'S 
JUBILEE. 


2nd May. 

IN May 1854 the present Inspector- 
General of Customs was appointed 
supernumerary interpreter in the Su- 

erintendency of ‘Trade, Hongkong. 

‘ir Robert Hart can, therefore, now 
look back upon half a century of 
almost uninterrupted service in the 
Far East. So brief and far between 
have been his holidays at home, that 
he has come to regard most things 
through Chinese spectacles, and there 
have been times in the past when 
his fellow-countrymen have been 
inclined to feel aggrieved by his per- 
sistent championship of the country 
of his adoption, His services to 
China are almost too well known to 
need rec«pitularion. ‘There is not and 
has not been for a long time past, 
a more prominent figure in Far 
Eastern life than that of “the I. G.” 
When Mr, Hart, as he then was, took 
over in 1868, the duties of Inspector- 
General of Customs from Mr. H. N. 
Lay, he found himself at the head 
of an organisation which collected 
rather more than eight millions 
of taels av fourteen treaty ports, 
and his staff vumbered about 
200. ‘To-day the Customs Revenue 
averages well over thirty million 
taels, collected at thirty-eight treaty 
ports and the service employs more 
Fhan 6,000 men of nearly every 
nationaliry in the West. ‘The build- 
ing up of this vast organisation, the 
one sur’ and stable source of Im- 
perial revenue, would make a fascin- 
Thins story if Sir Rober. could be 
prevailed upon to tell it. 

Tt is not merely the power and 
capacity for organisation which is 
remarkable in Sir Robert Hart. Quite 
as noteworthy are the rare tact, 
which has won for him the com- 
plete confidence uf the Peking Gov- 
Prament, and the courage and inde- 

ndence which he has al says shown 
jn his relations with the representa- 
tives of about a dozen jealous Western 
Powers. His scruples in this direc- 
tion have sometimes led him into 
seeming injustice to those British 
interests which still predominate in 
the East. In the sixties and seventies 
of the last century before he was yet a 
baronet, or aknight even, it required 
all the iron determination of the 
man 10 withstand the many adverse 
influences which were brought to bear 
upon him. His attitude is summed 
up in the remark which he made 
Vhen after accepting Lord Granville’s 
tempting offer of the post of British 
Minister Plenipotentiary, he felt 
obliged to resign it. “My chief| 
aim in life,” he said at that time, 
«js todo good for China;” and he 
dccided rather to retain the post for 


which he is so eminently qualified, 
than to occupy the highest office in 
China which the British crown 
could bestow upon him. 

Three years ago Sir Robert's 
faith in the Chinese received a rade 
shock. Everyone remembers how, 
till the very last, he refused to be- 
lieve that’ the Boxers would turn 
against the man whove life had been 
spent in the interests of China. 
When his honse, with its priceless 
records and his own invaluable 
diaries, went up in smoke at the 
time of destrnction in Peking, he 
sought at last the shelter of the 
British Legation and was one of the 
most active in its defence. But when 
the trouble subsided he was not to 
be deterred from pursuing his life- 
tong work, and now in his seventieth 
year, with honours heavy upon him, 
he has shown no sign of abating 
zeal, or desire to seek a well-deserved 
rest. We congratulate Sir Robert 
Hart on his jubilee, and we con- 
gratulate the Chinese Government, 
on so faithful a public servant. It 
is his pride to be able to say with 
Othello, though under happier cir- 
cumstances, “I have done the State 
some service and they know it.”

THE CAPTURE OF 
KIULIENCHENG. 


8rd May. 

THe passage of the Yalu by the 
Japunece First Army in the face of| 
the enemy, who occupied very strong 
natural defensive positions, and the 
capture of the town of Kiulienchéng 
‘on the high road to Liaoyang vid 
Fénghuangehéng, after a severe 
fight of which we have now details, 
is a success which must give General 
Kuroki a high position in the rank 
of modern Generals. ‘The Army 
crossed the river in three divisions, 
the Imperial Guards being on the 
left, nearest the mouth of the Yalu, 
supported by a naval detachment 
under the command of Rear-Admiral 
Hosoya, the second (Sendai) Division 
jn the centre, and the Twelfth 
(Kokura, Kiushu) Division on the 
right. ‘General Kuroki’s reports, 
which will be found in another 
column, give the history of the 
movement from the 26th ultimo to 
the capture of Kiulienchéng, and one 
cannot but admire the carefulness 
and steadiness with which the opera- 
tions proceeded. ‘The Japanese were, 
of course, in very much greater 
number than the Russians, aud it is 
understood that their arms are 
better, and their artillery very con- 
siderably superior, but it would seem 
that the Russians made a somewhat 
stubborn defence, though theyseem to 
be carrying out the design attributed 
to them, of falling back before the ad- 





vaneing Japanese, and drawing them 
on into the interior of Manchuria. 


We were told recently that General 
Kuropatkin had decided to abandon 
the Yalu line and make a stand at 
Fénghuangehéng, but that he would 
make some fight at  Kiulienchéng. 
It was, however, evidently only a 
temporary stand that the Russians 
made on Sunday; and perhaps when 
the Japanese get to Fénghuang- 
chéng, we shall be told that the 
stand is to be made at Liaoyang, 
There, at any rate, a stand must be 
made, for if the Japanese get it they 
will command the railway, and 
Newchwang and Port Arthur will be 
left in the air. The repeated with- 
drawals of the Russians forces, first 
from Corea to Wiju ; then from Wiju to 
the right bank of the river; and now 
from Kinlienchéng cannot, one would 
think, have a very good effect on the 
morale of the troops, When. the 
Russians withdrew before Napo- 
leon in the campaign of 1812, the 
French were advancing into an 
enemy's country ; but in the present 
instance the Japanese are advancing 
into a friendly country, which makes 
a vast difference in their favour, 
relieving them, as it must, from 
much of the anxiety as to their com- 
munications which they would other- 
wise feel. : 

Reuter calls Kiulienchéng the key 
of the Russian position on the right 
bank of the Yalu, and General 
Kuroki may well be proud of having 
secured the key so promptly. ‘There 
fare so many surprises in war that it 
is never safe to prophesy ; but it does 
appear that ‘those who predicted 
that the Japanese would roll up 
the Russians as completely on land 
as they did at sea had reason for 
their confidence. The period of 
delay of which we were recently 
complaining has been ended by a 
brilliant feat of arms, and the second 
act of the drama promises to be as 
exciting as the first act was. 





PRESIDENT LOUBETS 
VISIT TO ITALY. 


Srd May. 
To understand the importance of 
the very successful visit which 


President. Loubet has just paid to 
King Victor Emmanuel, it has to be 
remembered that for a long time 
the Roman Catholic Church has 
succeeded in its efforts to prevent 
any ruler of France paying a visit 
to the Quirinal. The Power which 
excommunicated the first Victor 
Emmanuel, and which has prevented 
one Pope after another from accept- 
ing the unity of Italy and acquiescing 
in the recognition of Rome as the 
capital of the kingdom, has laid it 
down that no Catholic ruler who 
visited the.Quirinal could be received 
at the Vatican, France is the eldest 
deughter of the Church, and in that 





capacity, Lou'~ Napoleon being such 
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an ardent Catholic, she crushed the 
forces of Garibaldi at Mentana in 
1867, By the happy meeting of 
President Loubet and King Victor 
Emmanuel at Rome in 1904, 
Mentana is avenged. The foreign 
policy of France has shaken itself 
free from the bonds laid upon it by 
the Church, whose eldest daughter 
has recognised the Liberal Power 
which has absorbed what were once 
the Papal dominions. It is a good 
augury for Italy and tor France, and 
for the Church itself if it would 
only open its eyes tu the daylight. 
‘The epoch of eeclesiastical temporal 
power has passed, never to return; 
and the Pope, as the head of the 
Catholic Church, is really a greater 
man now than when to the care of 
the Church, which is absorbing 
enough, was added the civil govern- 
ment of the States of the Church. 
Italy has good reason to be satisfied 
with the meeting which has just 
come to such an auspicious end. It 
is agreat thing also for Great Britain 
that there should be a good under- 
standing between the two Mediter- 
ranean Powors, France and Italy. 
It is another guarantee for peace ; 
and we bave no interest more im- 
portant than peace, 








THE 
RUSSIAN-JAPANESE 
WAR. 
a; 4th May. 


THE above is the title of a 
pamphlet which we have just receiv- 
ed from Mr. George F. Seward, whose 
long experience in China, as Consul- 
General at Shanghai and U.S. 
Minister to Peking, makes bim a 
valuable authority, while his loog 
personal detachment from the scene 
of his former labours relieves him 
from any charge of partiality. Mr. 
Seward begins. with a reference to 
the visit of the Russian squadron 
to New York during the Civil 
War, and it is not unnaiural that 
he should refer to this, as his uncle, 
Mr. W. H. Seward, was Secretary of 
State at the time, and is sometimes 
said to have been instrumental in 
bringing about the visit, as a hint 
to fogland and France—though 
England had previously distinctly 
refused to intervene in any way— 
that they would find if they proposed 
to intervene in the conflict with the 
South, that the United States was 
not without friends in Europe. It 
has been asserted, says Mr. Seward, 
“that Americans should sympathise 
with Russia, in the contest she is 
waging with Japan, because of her 
friendliness to us.” Mr. Seward 
allows that the visit was a graceful 
thing on the part of Russia, but she 
no doubt had purposes of her own to 
serve; her diplomacy is always 
astute, well-directed,and permanent. 
“When we ask whether the naval 


demonstration and the perennial 
delights that have been showered 
upon us by Russian diplomacy 
should lead us to take sides with her 
sympathetically in the East, the an- 
swer isa very simple one. We should 
have a right regard to our own inter- 
ests in the East, and we should never} 
forget to sympathise with the nation 
that has a just conception of its own 
rights and duties as against any 
nation that may be serving its own 
interest regardless of the rights of 
the other.” 

‘Mr. Seward recounts briefly how 
Russia obtained from China by a 
secret treaty the right to build a 
railway through Manchuria and lease 
an ice-free port, the result being what 
we see now. Fle says :-— 

“It was not wise on the part of 
China to grant to Russia these con- 
cessions. She herself should. have 
buils the railway and created the 
commercial port’ as its terminal on 
the gulf. She herself should have 
fortified the terminal port, giving 
reasonable transportation privileges 
to all comers, including Russians, 
But she could not avoid making the 
grant. It was in the nature of an 
enforced guid pro quo. It is now 
un fait accompli. The whole matier 
was worked out by diplomatic means, 
Bussia got riviloges that she needed, 
and as respects hi ich the world at, 
large may properly feel sympathetic 
with bert Tate needed Suck access 
to the Pacific. It was on the line of 
natural development.” 

Russian diplomacy, however, has 
not been over-scrupulous, — Port 
Arthur which was leased as a com- 
mercial port has been made a fort- 
ress. The railway has been made 
the excuse for a military occupation 
of Manchuria. The protests of China 
and Japan have not. been merely 
disregarded, but Russia has claimed 
all Manchuria and northern Corea as 
that very ambiguous entity, her 
“sphere of influence.” China has a 
right to object to this because Man- 
churia is her territory, it contains the 
ancestral seat of the present dynasty, 
and “ its permanent occupation would 
be regarded as the first step threat 
ening the integrity of the body of| 
the Empire.” The instinct: of ‘self- 
preservation obliges Japan to take 
up arms, “She is fighting not only 
for her own permanent security, she 
is fighting for the permanent securit 
of China as well, And in doing so it 
miy be said that she is fighting the 
cause of the people of the ‘habitat’ 
against European domination, Am I 
wrong in saying to persons who be- 
lieve in the ancient landmark idea 
that Japan, not Russia, is entitled to 
their sympathy under such circum- 
stances?” 

Mr. Seward goes on to ridicule the 
Yellow Peril scare, which has taken 
such hold of the German Emper.1, 





that: his former boast. that “the Ger- 
man fears nothing but God” should be 


altered to “the German fears nothing 
but God and the Yellow Peril.” Mr. 
Seward urges the United States to 
drop the catchword of the “open 
door,” and return to the old joliey of 
defending in ail right ways the ter- 
ritorial integrity of China and Japan, 
thus doing the only thing that can 
secure an open door, He asks what 
ideas control the European Powers, 
Russia undoubtedly wants Manchuria 
and Corea, England wants no more 
territory in Asia. She wants the in- 
tegrity of China and Japan that her 
commercial field may be.as wide as 
Possible. She is the natural ally of 

hina and Japan,. France is the 
sentimental ally” of Russia, but 
she is not a colonising power in the 
ordinary sense, and “as against the 

licy Of sustaining the integrity of 

hina and of Japan, France may be 
said to be a negligible quantity,” 
Germany, continues Mr. Seward, 
wants the finest coal and iron field in 
the world, which is in the province 
of Shansi, back of Kiaochou, Why 
talk is put out from Berlin about the 
‘Yellow Peril’ may be left to the 
(judgment of the reader.

A brochure which consisting as it does of 
only some thirty pages is yet worthy of a 
careful perusal by all who take any interest 
in the affairs, political and otherwise, of the 
Celestial Empire. It traverses an almost 
unbeaten track, enabling us to get a glimpse 
of how an enlightened Chinese official viewed 
the stirring scenes which led and fol- 
lowed the recent Boxer uprising. The official 
in question, Mr. Shén Tan-ho, who at present 
ocoupies the position of Co-Director of the 
Imperial Bureau uf Mines and Railways, 
presumably by reason of his progressive 
ideas hed fallen under the displeasure of the 
Empress Dowager, and had in consequence 
eon banished to Kalgan.

‘At the handsome railway station 
A Joyful Band of Natives and 
Colleagues 
came to greet us and welcome us ouce 
more back to the old spot. A well-made 





| macadamised road which was construct- 
ed by the hsien magistrate at his own 
expense connects the railway station with 
the city, and in the city itself one or two 
of the main streets have been relaid with 
dressed stone. China is waking up. 
A New Army. 

At-all the railway stations along the 
line there were three or four Chinese 
soldiers well set up in new uniform, with 


from the ragtag and bobtail which used 
to pass as the brave defenders of the 
Empire in even recent years; in fact the 
military man is much more in evidence 
| than one can recollect in days gone by. 
Educationally, 

this province is making great advances. 
In Chinanfu a handsome new coll 
every way worthy of the provincial 
capital is approaching completion, and 
will be oceupied shortly by some hun- 
dreds of natives from all parts of the 
province. Two foreign professo:s are 
engaged and foreign sciences and langu- 
ages are being taught. 

‘Another new college is in course of 
J erection at Weihsien in connection with 
| the Presbyterian Mission there, and when 
| completed will provide a well-graded 
| course of study for two hundred students 
drawn mainly from the Christian natives 
in the Province. This college is to be 
manned by professors from the English 
Baptist, and American Presbyterian 
Missions and is a united effort to provide 
a thorough training in arts and sciences 
for the young men, mainly converts of 
both missions, who will occupy it. 

Tho college in Chinanfu is a Govern- 
ment one and unfortunately the students 
are required to attend once a month at a 
Confucian temple and go through the 
usual ceremonies there, which precludes 
Christians from the benefits of the in- 
stitution. 

Harvest Prospects. 

As we passed along the country the 

‘owing crops give promise: of an abun- 

iant harvest for which there is much 
reason in this poverty-stricken region to 
be thankful.

DEDICATION OF THE L. M. 8S. 
THEOLOGICAL COLLEGE. 


‘The London Society having 
sent out the Rev. George Cousins, Secretary, 
and the Rev. William Bolton, M.A., as 9 
deputation to visit all the stations of the 
mission in China, advantage was taken of 
their prasence in’ Hankow to dedicate the 
now Theological College. This is a hand- 
some two-storey, red brick building, with 
verundah on two sides, which was recentiy 
erected on the old mission compound adj 
to the British Concession. It occupies an 
area of 84 by 65 feet, and contains lecture 
hall—capable of seating 200—library, class- 
rooms, and dormitories, affording accommo- 
dation for sixty students. At the other end 
of the same compound is the High School 
with upwards of a hundred students. This, 
at present, is housed in adapted native build- 
ings where the head master, the Rev. A. J. 
Macfarlane, M.A., is making the best of it 
##1 the happy day whea his lads con be 
provided for in @ similar way to the 
Theologins.

Both the London Mission 
aud Wesleyan Mission were now awake and 
doing their best to remedy the defect, Per- 
sonally he did not see any necessity for each 
having their separate educational institutions. 
‘At home, and in other parts of the mission 
Geld, common action in this respect was 
becoming more and more common. He could 
wish no better training for Wesleyans than 
could be got in a college such as this, and 
under a president like Dr. John. He prayed 
that many might go forth from i, not only 
thoroughly educated, but with their 
characters strongly moulded by the influences 
brought to bear here. 

‘The Rev. Jas. Jackson, American Church 
Mission, said that it gave him the greatest 
pleasure to be present and to be able to 
join in the congratulations offered to Dr. 
John and the London Mission. He oon- 
sidered that no work was more. important 
than that of training the native ministry, 
and none required more careful effort and 
organisation. Foreigners could never hope 
to evangelise China: it must be done by the 
natives themselves, and these the foreigners 
must train. ‘They ought to aim at quality, 
not quantity. The men sent out should be 
in no respect inferior to anyone they were 
likely to mest with anywhere. ‘That mean} 
a long training. ‘Time was when the teach * 
ing missionary had to apologise for himself, 
but that time had gone. Education was now 
the question of the day. - At the new 
education in China paid no attention to 
Christianity or religions matters, but he 
feared the attractions of agnosticism and the 
new notion that all religions were of the 
same value and at the bottom a mere matter 
of geography. There must be a system of 
apologetics and apologists to meet the new 
conditions. The netive ministry must be 
highly educated in order that China might 
bring out its own contribution to Christian 
thought; in order that free-thinkers—using 
the word in its best sense—might be deve- 
loped. ‘They wanted men of independent 
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charcter and mind—men and not mere 
machines taught slavishly to their 
teachers, It was true of such men that 
some might leave the ministry, but so be it, 
they wanted no slave labour in the pulpit. 
One good man when found would make up 
for all losses. Ho trusted that this college 
would always be a highly taught school of

The Corean Envoy. 

HL E. Yi Tehi-yong, the Corean Special 
Envoy to the Emperor of Japan to reci: 
procate the recent visit to Seoul of 
Marquis Ito, arrived at Tokio on the 
28rd inst. ‘The Envoy, accompanied by 
Mr, Cho Min-hwi, Corean Minister at 
Tokio, proceeded to the Imperial Castle 
yesterday shortly before noon, and was 
Tooeived in audience by the Emperor at 
the Phomix Hall, when he handed to His 
Majesty an autograph letter from the 
Corean Emperor. The Envoy was after- 
wards presonted to H. M. the Empress 
in the Paulownia Chamber, and was 
then entertained at tiffin in the Chigusa 
Hall, Princes Arisugawa and Kanin 
being in attendance. Among the guests 
wore the members of the Corean Embassy, 
Marquis Ito, Viscount Tanaka, and Baron 
Komura, To-day, the Envoy and the 
members of his suite were decorated by 
the Emperor, H. E. Yi receiving the First 
Order of the Rising Sun. 

‘The Field Telegraph. 

‘The War Office issued yesterday the 
regulations respecting the field telegraph, 
according to which newspaper correspon 
dents attached to the Japanese armies 
e to be allowed the use of the field 
wires for transmitting war news. The 
privilege, however, is only nominal and 
not of much practical benefit, for the 
total number of messages which the 
Japanese and foreign correspondents 
attached to each army may send each day 
is only five in Japaneso and five in Eng- 
lish, each mossage containing only 150 
Japanese charactors or 60 words. Alto- 

ther the sixteon foreign wat-correspon- 
Gente may only sond between them 250 
words a day, hardly enough to describe 
a skirmish. 

American Nurses. 

‘Mrs. A. N. McGeo and her party, ten 
ladies in all, arrived at Yokchama from 
the States on the 21st inst., two days 
overdue, their mission being to assist the 
Tapanoso Red Cross Society. Mrs. T. 
Richardson, an English lady,’ has 
recently arrived at Tokio to take part in 
the duty of nursing wounded soldiers. 
Many applications of the kind have been 
made of late to tho Japanese Legation 
in London, and it has been decided that 
small number should be enrolled. Mrs. 
Richardson is tho first English Isdy to 
receive permission to serve.

The War Taxes. 

Referring to the question which has 
arisen in regard to the liability of for- 
eigners to the payment of taxes raised for 
war purposes, a Yokohama paper observes 
that the whole period of preparation for 
the war, necessitating a large increase of 
the nation’s armaments, has been marked 
by extraordinary taxation for this very 
purpose, a fact which would seem to make 
it somewhat late now for foreigners to 
begin their protest. 

‘our contemporary is under the im- 
pression that such a question would not: 
be likely to be raised in a Western land. 
During the Civil War in America there 
was no distinction whatever made be- 
tween native and alien residents in the 
matter of paying taxes incident to the 
great increase in the burden of the 
nation. 

‘The Russophil Paper. 

‘As tothe Russian spy question recently 
raised in the Diet, I learn that it is prob- 
ably unfair to charge Mr. 8. Akiyama, 
proprietor of the “Niroku,” with having 
acted as an agent for Russia. But the 
rehabilitation of the “ Niroku” several 
years ago was largely for the purpose of 
promoting Russian interests, and expedit- 
ing the conclusion of « Russo-Japanese 
entente, which has been long urged by 
some politicians. ‘The Kuropatkin Agree- 
ment, which subsequently proved to be a 
fabrication pure and simple, appears to 
have been supplied to the “Niroku” by 
the Russian Legation in Tokio, as a 
ballon @essai. A certain noted politician 
who persistently favoured the Russo- 
Japanese entente, is also said to have been 
in the pay of the proprietor of the 
“Niroku.” The Tokio paper published 
‘a table showing the circulation of all the 
metropolitan papers, and putting itself 
at the head of the list. This is said to 
ave been done for the purpose of making 
‘a show to the Russian agents, from whom 
the “ Niroku” was anxious to extract) 
‘as large a subsidy as possible.

The Census. 

‘The*Report of the Indian Census for 1601 
yields much interesting information, tron 
those portions especially, dealing’ with 
Listorical and social problems. ‘The chapter 
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of east contains many valuable facts, 
derived from various sources, relating to 
typical tribes and castes in’ the various 
ethnie regions. This subject of little known, 
and sometimes barbaric tribes, is again 
drought prominently forward in that part of 
the report which deals with languages. 

According to Dr. Grierson, one hundred 
and forty-seven languages are spoken in the 
Indian Empire, ranging from great classic 
languages with literatures adorned by 
illustrious posts and philosophers, to the 
rude dialects of the naked savages of Eastern 
‘Assam, which have never yet been reduced 
to writing. ‘There are also sevages in the 
Malabar country who stick to the time- 
honoured and primeval custom of sewing 
leaves together to make themselves clothing. 
Noodles to say new garments must be made 
each day, which the ladies of the tribe are 
boginning to complain of. 


The Tibet Mission. 

‘The blue book on Captain Younghusband’s 
mission, gives among the dry official facts, 
quaint glimpses of the strange people of 
‘Tibet. “ Captain O’Connor gives particulars 
(derived from native sources) of the famous 
Heuchung Oracle, formerly vested in the 
witch-woman of Gilgit. ‘The oracle now is 
a man, whose hysterical utterances, when 
worked to a frenzy by strange ceremotties, 
carry great weight in the political concerns 
of the Taam Goveramna "Tt is fmpoesble 
to placo any reliance in a people who are 
scourged by superstition and witch-craft, 
which lives on unchanged in ‘Tibet, in spite 
of the daily nearer advance of ’ Western 
civilisation, During the progress of the 
British mission to ‘Tuna, the oracle seems 
to havo been freely invoked, and the lamas 
seam likely to get a severe shock, for, after 
solemnly cursing us for three days, they 
declare the foreign forces will now melt 
away dispersed by the act of Providence. 


Atghanistan. 

From ‘Tibet, a step in thought but not in 
distanoe—brings ys to Afghanistan, where 
the action of the Amir in collecting his clans 
and chieftans is looked on with some 
suspicion. It is thought, howover, that this 
is a matter connected solely with the collect- 
ing of rents and revenue. Let us hope this 
is a true surmise, and that the wolves of 
Afghanistan are going to return quietly to 
the fastnesses of their own mountains. 


“Cancer and Tea.” 

An amusing item in connection with 
“cancer '’—which does not at first sight 
seam a very amusing subject—appears m a 
contemporary, which we give vectatim.

The Situation in the East. 

Owing to the rigid Press censorship now 
being exercised by the Japanese military 
authorities, news filters through slowly. 
Authentic news of the naval baitle off Port 
Arthur reachel_here a week after the 
event. Bishop Ridley of British Columbia, 
who arrived here recently by the China 
Navigation Co.’ steamer Anbui, reports 
thet whilst in an officer told him 
they were determined to take Port Arthur, 
even if it cost a sacrifice of 50,000 men. 

Leading Japanese residents in sydney, 
Melbourne, ant! Brisbane have inaugurated 
fands for the relief of he dependents on 
their ki led and wounde }, and considering 
the. small number of their countrymen 
resident iu Australia, these funds have mel 
with a ready and generous response. 

Several Russian sailing vewsels have 
loaded wheat cargoes in Australian por:s 
this seasn, and one or two more are now, 
completing their loading. Some element 
of doubt exist- in mercantile circies as to 
whether the -Jnpsnese will think 

ispatch a cruiser to cut off these «hips. 
ibly ‘enn find more important 

ieir warships nearer home, 
specially as the cargoes carried by 
the Russian vessels belong to neutrals ; 
practically all the sailing vessels have 
cleared for the English Channel for 
orders. 

‘The Eastern conflict has brought 
about a marked advance in the price of 
wheat. At the opening of the season in 
December last 2/10 per bushel was the 
ruling figure with plenty of sellers. The 
price has since hardened in sympathy 
with European markets, until 3/4 is now 
quoted, and holders are chary of selling, 
anticipating further advances. Freights 
are quoted at 22/6 to 23/- per sailing 
ship, being a decline of from 2/- to 2/6 
on last month's dealings. 


The Mail Contract Fiasco. 

In spite of the time for receiving 
tenders for the mail contract being ex- 
tended one month, only two offers reached 
the Postmaster General. One was from 
the Orient Steam Navigation Co., who 
in company with the P. and O. were tho 
last contractors. The other was from a 
Greenock firm, whose name the Post- 
master would not disclose. Both were 
ata much higher figure than that ruling 
in the previous contract, and, moreover, 
the second firm wanted two years to 
build their vessels. Both tenders were 
informal, as neither Company took any 
notice of the clauses relating to the 
carriage of perishable produce. (The 
specifications provided for the installa- 
tion of automatic registering thermome- 
ters, and the records to ‘be made 







































available to the postal authorities.) 
So many claims have been made 
in the past on account of perishable pro- 


duce being landed in an unmarketable 
condition, that the government. stipu- 
lated that thermometer records of the 
freezing chambers should be made avail- 
able on arrival in English ports. ‘The 
head of the Postal Department will there- 
fore recommend the Cabinet to adopt 
the “ poundage” system for the convey- 
ance of mail matter. He argues that if it 
is a good enough system for the Imperial 
authorities to adopt, it is quite good 
enough for us, more especially as he 
looks forward to saving some thousands 
per annum by this exchange. There are 
several lines of steamers engaged in the 








Australian trade, which will benefit by 
the change in the mail arrangements, 
and for vessels of the combined cargo 
and passenger type, possess good speed ; 
13 knots is a common figure. But it is 
the point of regularity that the mercantile 
community bothers itself about most. 
The majority of cargo vessels homeward 
bound, now adopt the route vid South 
African ports, and Teneriffe or the Canary 
Islands, and, including detentions, the 
passage seldom occupies less than 40 
days, as compared with the present 30 
day limit. Regular arrivals are of course 
impossible under the proposed arrange- 
ment. 

The point that strikes the public most 
is this. ‘The Government decline to 
contract with the P. & O. Company 
because they employ coloured lubour, 
yet they will compel these same vessols 
to carry postal matter when required— 
only on another basis, The latter is a 
hard fact which will require a tremendous 
amount of explanation, 





Federal Polities. 


In view of the approaching session the 
Labour party has already met in caucus. 
Mr. Watson, the leader, reports that 
discussion has centred mostly around 
the Arbitration Bill, which will be the 
first measuro dealt with after the Address 
in Reply has been disposed of. Tho 
Labour party last session during the debate 
on the same moasure, brought in an 
amendment placing all public sorvants 
within the jurisdiction of the Arbitration 
Court, but the amendment was lost. ‘The 
party is still solid on the point, but sooner 
than lose the amendment again, will give 
way if the Bill is made to apply to all 
railway omployés. ‘The Navigation Bill 
will be the next item to demand the at- 
tention of Representatives. The Bill 
seeks to impose a minimum wage clause 
on all stoamers in the interstate trade. 
Representatives from Westralia object to 
this clause, until such time as their Stato 
possesses railway communication with the 
cast. ‘This Parliament will be decidedly 
triangular, as tho Ministerial, Opposition, 
and Labour parties are almost numerically 
equal, and some compromise with ono or 
the other is absolutely necessary if tho 
Government is to carry on. 


State. 


Premier Irvine has handed in his ro- 
signation on the score of ill-health, and 
succoeded by Mr. Bent, late Mini 
Railways. Various other changes in the 
State Cabinot have taken place, the late 
Minister of Agriculture (Mr. Taverner) 
being appointed to the long vacant 
office of Agont-General in London. 
‘The new Premier's manner is bluff in the 
extreme and when discussing the lust- 
mentioned appointment he remarked thet 
« this is to be no gold lace business.” 
The duties of the new appointment will 
be general agent rather than the reverse 
title. Ho will just advertiso the resources 
of the country and look after producers, 
interests at the other end. The salary 
is at tho rate of £1,000 a yonr, whilst it 
is intended to do away with the extensive 
clerical staff, and appoint a couple of 
men from our Mines and Agricultural 
Departments in their place. Impecunious 
shire councils may expect a bad time at 
the hands of the new Premier. One such 
interviewed him recently on the subject 
of an increased subsidy; they were 
asked what rate they imposed for 
tho maintenance of roads, ote.

With the advent of Federation, our 
local naval force has passed into the era 
of bad times. Twenty years ago a force 
of 400 men with several officers, commis 
sioned and warrant, was considered nece 
sary to man our diminutive fleet. Now 
the crew of the local guardship, Cerberus, 
has been reduced to a little above 30 with 
two officers, scarcely enough to “clean 
wood and brass work.” One by one during 
the last two years, the officers dropped 
out, either resigned or were transferred to 
other spheres of action. The other day it 
was suddenly discovered that only the 
captain was left, and an order in couneil 
was hurriedly passed promoting the chief 
gunner to the rank of lieutenant. The 
fleot, too, has been sadly scattered. The 
old battleship Nelson was sold for breaking 
up about six years ago. Of the two gun- 
boats one was sold to West Australia, 
where sho is now occasionally used as a 
tug, whilst the other passed into the con- 
trol of the Public Works Department and 
is now ocoupied in the more useful if more 
humble operations of blasting rocks away 
at the entrance to Port Phillip. For the 
greater portion of the year, the three 
torpedo boats, of which we were once so 
proud, lay in’ their cradles high and dry 
in tho sheds, to issue forth ou the annual 
Easter mancuvres for a trial of their 
machinery, Well might the motto of the 
State navy be written “Ichabod.” 

According to the new regulations drawn 
up under the proserit naval agreement, the 
future mission of the Cerberusis to act as 
a cadet ship in Victorian waters, whilst 
the Pylades or the Ringarooma ‘will be 
Aotailed for similar service at Sydney.

before the opening hour they were wait. 

Here 
they wore interviewed by the shipping 
master, in the presence of the owner of 
the vessel, the captain, and the chief 
engineer, After much palaver the ship- 
ping master discovered that the only 
chatge made was that the captain had 
assaulted eight of them. They were 
then ordered back to the ship, "but 
Goclined to go, in spite of being con- 
siderably blustored at by the shipownor, 
whose most prominent idea was perhaps 
that he was at that moment liable 
to the tune of £2,000 in case the 
men got away clear. Eventually, on 
account of their refusal to go back to the 
ship, they were locked up for the night, 
and appeared at the city Court on the 
following morning. ‘The serang and two 
others who appeared to be the ring- 
leaders were detained in custody, whilst 
the remainder were sent under police 
escort to their ship, which shortly after 
took her departure for Calcutta.

The Petriana myth is going to die hard.

England wins the Rubber, 

The fourth test match between 
Warner's team and the Australian eleven 
was concluded in Sydney on 3rd March. 
‘Tho result was a victory for England by 
167 rons. Warner won the toss and 
sent his team to the wickets; the weather 
Jat the time was distinctly unfavourable 
and on the first day the game was 
‘abandoned twico an account of the rain, 
‘The postponements led to an angry 
Gomonstration from almost all parts of 
the ground, and the umpires were treated 
to a violent display of ill-temper, on each 
occasion when they came out to inspect 
the wickots. Warner's team put up 249 
during their first innings, Knight 70 not 
out, Braund 39, Hirst 25 and Lilley 24 being 
the principal scorers. For the Australians 
Noble took 7 wickets at the cost of 100 
rans, two falling to Trumble for 58. 
Australia’s first innings was a complete 
collapse, and but for the stand made 
by Duff and Hill, the score would have 
been but small. "The innings closed for 
131, of -which the above batsmen made 
80.” Rhodes took four wickets at a cost 
of 33 runs, whilst Arnold’s four cost 28 
Hayward ‘and Foster opened the bail 
for England’s second attempt to the 
bowling of Trumble and Hopkins; Hay-| 
ward put up the respectable total of 52, 
when he was given out “leg before.”

Court of Marine Inquiry. 
The Marine Court of Inquiry appointed 
to investigate the circumstances attend- 
ing the collision between the steamer 
Coogee and the Italian ship F. Figari 
which occurred on Christman day last, 
recently delivered its finding. ‘Tho Italian 
ship was exonerated from blame on all 
points on which the Court was asked 
to express an opinion. Further Capt. 
Schiaflino of tho sailing ship was highly 
commended for his display of seamaidiky 
conduct, immediately subsoquent to the 
collision, In the face of the ovidence 
submitted at the inquiry, it is difficult to 
see what other opinion the Court could 
possibly have arrived at. The damage 
received by the sailing vessel was prima 
facie evidence that the steamer was 
proceeding at far too high a rate of peodn 
considering the thick foggy weathesr the 
prevailing. Counsel for the 
owners made much of the fact 
ship's foghorn was at the time being blown 
by mouth, instead of the mechanioal ap- 
paratus supplied with the machine. In 
fact the Court adjourned whilst a trial of 
the machine under both systems was car- 
ried out in the Bay. ‘The result fully bore 
out the captain’s evidence that ho got 
better use from his foghorn when blown 
by the mouth. Tho steamer's chief officer 
was blamed by the Court for hurriedly 
leaving his vessel in company with most 
of the crow, whilst the passengers to 
the number of 31 were left in charge 
of the steward’s department. It is por- 
haps only fair to state that the officer 
narrowly missed the same fate as bo- 
fell his unfortunate commander, since 
the quarters he occupied on deck wore 
totally wrecked within a few moments of 
his quitting them, whilst he himself was 
knocked down by the impact, and tompor- 
arily stunned. The second officer waa 
acquitted of all blame, although he was 
on the bridge at the moment the collision 
cecurred; the Court finding that the 
vessel was being navigated with the full 
cognisance of and under the immediate 
supervision of the deceased commander. 
‘The “ Coogee” has since been refitted and 
is now back again in the Melbourno- 
Launceston trade. After some delay 
repairs are now being carried out on the 
F. Figeri. The action for damages will 
robably be heard in the Admiralty Court 
before the end of March, a

After close on an hour's 
order, the meeting broke up, the prophet 
and his retinue beating a hasty retreat 
through a side entrance ; at one time it 
looked as if they stood in danger of being 
mobbed, but the police handled the 
crowd well, and tho Zionists got away 
in safety. A further meeting announced 
for the same evening was in consequence 
of the afternoon’s proceedings abandon- 
















































ed. In a later interview Dowie mado 
the astounding assertion that the inter- 
ruptions were solely due to a Masonic 
plot.

All the honours due to a field-marshal 
and a Prince of the Blood were paid to 
the remains of the Duke of Cambridge

The coffin was removed to Westminster 
Abbey on Mondxy evening ; 
short public service at the Duke's resi- 
dence ; and tho funeral procession proper 
started therefore from the Abbey, going 
by way of St. James's Park, Constitution 
Hill, Hyde Park, Westbourne Terrace, and 
Harrow Road to’ Kensal Green Cemetery, 
where the Duke's remains were, in accord:

It was exclusively a military procession, 
no Indies accompanying it, though there 
were of course miny at the Abbey, 
while almost if not quite the only man 
in civilian attire present at the burial was 
the Duke's eldest son, Colonel Gvorge 
Firzgeorge, who is partly patalysed and 
did not ride in the procession. Since then 
the two younger sons, Colonel Augustus 
and Rear-Admiral Fitzgeorge have been 
knishted by the King. The relationship 
to the late Duke cannot of course be re- 
cognised at Court and it was therefore as 
equerries to their father that they received 
the honour.

The Training of the Zebra.

HONGKEW WANIS MORE OF 
THE MODEL. 
‘To the Editor of the 
“ Nonru-Cama Dam News.” 

Sin,—May I, through the medium of 
your valued columns, extract ‘somo inter- 
esting information. I have both read 
‘and heard of this city being a Model 
Settlement (I am of course, referring 
to the Foreign portion), but on what 
particular lines the model is sot up I 
have, as yet, not discovered. So while 
on this matter of modelship I should like 
to draw the attention of the management 
to something which in their stress of 
business they have overlooked. 

It is merely a trif_ing matter belonging 
to the Sanitary Department. 

In Hongkew where I live (I hope a 
respectable portion of the Settlement) 
they, iie., the people strew the narrow 
pavements with their buckets till from 
7.20 to 8 o'clock in the morning, with or 
without lids as the case may be, wait- 
ing removal and cleansing, which latter 
is invariably done on the pavement. 























To go further my occupation makes me 
enter those weird places known as blind 
alleys. Here Municipal or Police laxity 
is rampant, here contagion breathes upon 
all corners of this city, the air is thick 
with a black noisome effluvium that car- 
rigs every form of disease known to man. 
When the senses more or less become 
normal one looks around for the cause 
and lo! on every side are carelessly strewn 
the pails, with and without lids awaiting 
removal, from 9 a.m. to 10 or mid-day. 

Anyone brave enough can prove this 
by going to seo; it will cost him nothing, 
except perhaps his life, and is the only 
thing given away in this city, and that 
with a prodigality, that would make a 
well-bred. fox terrier feel faint and sick. 

But why is this? Where docs tho 
model come in? I heard last month a 
high legal luminary of this city imply a 
doubt as to the original fashioning of 
the Chinese ; he certainly had an excuse 
for his mild blasphemy, but what excuso 
has the highly cultured, d and 
courteous management for allowing such 
a state of affairs? Surely none. When a 
dire pestilence comes, and come it must 
sure as night follows day, will they hold 
themselves responsible for the increased 
mortality? May I be allowed to suggest 
to the above-mentioned management, 
that instead of using coolies to pick up 
pavements, ete,, which will last for an- 
other eighteen months, they employ them, 
along with another six hundred, to do the 
work of darknoss in tho time usually 
taken by other Settlements that are not 
so very model, but a lot healthier. 

Then ratep: who do not live in 
Bubbing Well Road may have a chance 
of still paying, by living. -

The P. and 0. Steamer Malta which 
leaves for Europe to-morrow wil! have as 
passengers amongst others, Taotais 
Chang and Key, two representatives of 
His Excellency Hsi Liang, Viceroy of 
Szechuan. These two ofiicials will first 
visit the various large arms factories in 
Europe with the intention of purchasing’ 
machinery for the Szechuan Arsenal and 
then cross over to the States to visit 
the St. Louis Exposition. We may here 
state en passant that Taotais Chang and 
Key (the latter having already some 
years ago visited both Europe and the 
U. 8. being also one of the returned 
American students) intended at first to 
go to the United States vid Sen Francisco 
Dut wore deterred from doing so on 
hearing of the unnecessarily harsh and 
arbitrary measures adopted by the U. 8. 
Customs officials at San Francisco towards 
Chinese, to which they would be subjected 
should they go by that route. Enquiry 
at the offices of the Empress boats also 
licited the fact that the two gentlemen, 
although travelling officially, would 
upon getting to Vancouver be required 
to sign G. $500 bonds to guarantee 
that they are not coolies. Need- 
Jess to state that this was indignantly 
‘commented upon by the two officials in 
question, who were thus practically forced 
to elect’ the European route with its 
greater liberty of action. If the oficials 
of the U.S. Customs will persist in un- 
nocessarily placing indignities and dificul- 
ties in the way of Chinese travellers of 
tho official and mercantile classes desiring 
to visit American shores, it would ns- 
turally follow that trade which would 
have gone in the first place to the hands 
of American manufacturers will in future 
be given by Chinese to European concerns. 


Reported Incendiarism in Anhui 
Province, 

A Wuhu dispatch states that a few 
days ago the Likin Office at Shouchou 
suddenly took fire and the whole building 
eventually entirely gutted. Im- 
jately afterwards the yamén of the 
Major-General of Shouchou Circuit also 
took fire and in less than no time follow- 
ed the example of the Likin Office. It 
is believed that this was the work of 
secret society men. 


The Insurrection in Kuangsi. 

‘According to a Canton dispatch the in- 
surgents of Kuangsi province have begun 
their periodical disturbances this year by’ 
starting to attack the Imperial troops. 
stationed at Nanning. So far the in 
surgents have succeeded in defeating the 
government troops three times while the 
former have suffered loss only once. 
Viceroy Tsén has therefore appointed 
General Ting of the Yuchiang circuit to 
take 12,000 troops with him to suppress 
the rising in Nanning and Sz‘enfu, giving 
that oflicer one month to restore peace in 
that region, failing which the General is 
to be denounced to the Thome as in- 
capable.

‘The Removal of the Kiangnan 
Arsenal. 

‘A Wubu, Anhui province, dispatch re- 
ports the arrival at that port on the 30th 
ultimo of Viceroy Chang Chih-tung from 
Wuchang, and also the arrival at the first 
named place of Viceroy Wei Kuang-t‘ao 
on the same day from Nanking. The 
object of the meeting of the two most 
powerful Viceroys of Central Chins is in 
connection with the removal to thevicinity 





of Wuhu of the Kiangnan Arsenal works, 
which project was first reported in these 
“ Notes” some months ago, 


Russian Doings in Lower 
Manchuria. 

A Moukden dispatch of the 25th 
ultimo states that the unlucky inhabi- 
tants of the towns of Litawan, Tashih- 
chiao, Laopien, Hsinglungtien, Kaolitun, 
Kuchiatse and Ch‘uanhsintien, which are 
situated between Moukden and Hsin- 
mintun, within a radius of forty miles, 
are deeply exasperated against the 
Russian soldiery quartered in their 
vicinity. The latter are reported as 
making constant visits to those towns for 
the purpose of foraging—without pay- 
ment—for wine and eatables and seizing 
fowls and ducks wherever they may be 
seen, Natives meeting these soldiers on 
the high roads, it is reported, are also 
ruthlessly despoiled and there is no 
redress open for the unfortunate people. 
It is hardly to be wondered then that 
all the inhabitants of Manchuria are 
daily praying for the appearance of the 
Japanese forces. 


Proposed Union of Chinese Mer- 
chants. 

‘The Shangpu, or Board of Comnierce of 
Peking, is sending two officérs, namely, 
Yang Tao-lin and Shih Tso-chén, to tour 
Singapore, Penang, Malacca, and other 
islands in the south with the object of 
forming associations of Chinese merchants 
there who shall work in unison with simi- 
lar associations in China, all being under 
the control of the Shangpu. Evidently 
Chinese are also learning the truth of the 
old adage that union is strength, and it 
does not need any decided perspicuity of 
vision to see that if the Shangpu’s plan 
succeed no large body of men in the world 
will be so powerful as the proposed united 
associations of Chinese merchants. 


Guns and Ammunition for Peking. 

In response to telegraphic instructions 
from the Army Reorganisation Depart- 
ment of Peking, Viceroy Wei Kuang-tao 
of Nanking sent recently as a first instal- 
ment up north twenty-eight quick- 
mountain guns, two hundred shells an, 
two hundred solid shot together with 
nearly 5,000 Ibs. smokeless powder and 
fuses, tubes, ote., sufficient to equiy 
three mountain batteries. All the above 
were made at the Kiangnan Arsenal 
and the Lunghua Powderworks. 


Ammunition for Hanan. 

‘A dispatch from Changsha, the capital 
of Hunan province, reports the arrival 
there of five million Mauser rifle car- 
tridges purchased by the Governor of 
‘Hunan through the agency of the Mitsui 
Bussan Kaisha. The price paid for the 
cartridges'is stated to have beensomething 
like Tis. 85,000, or Tis. 17 per thousand. 
The cartridges, it appears, are not for the 
magazine Mausers but for the old 
fashioned single-fire rifles. 


Russians reappearing West of the 
Liao. 

A Hsinmintun dispatch states that of 
iate unprecedented numbers of Russian 
soldiery have again begun to invade 
Chinese neutral territory west of the Liao 
river. 


Succouring Refugees. 

Chinese officials sent by Viceroy Yuan 
Shih-k‘ai to Newchwang to assist people 
who suffered through the present 
hostilities in Manchuria, have succeeded 
in sending into Shanhaikuan, bound for 
the interior cities, something like 350 























refugees within a week of arrival at 
Newchwang. Each refugee is given a free

railway ticket to Shanhi 
other officials, after due enquiries, furnish 
money to thenew arrivals to enable them 
to reach their homes in the interior. 
This is indeed acting the part of the good 
Samaritan, and Viceroy Yuan Shih-k'ai 
has earned the lasting gratitude of a 
largenumber of his fellow-countrymen and 
the approval of all Chinese. 


Quick-firing guns for Kiangyin. 

‘The authorities at the Kiangnan Arsenal 
have been occupied during the past couple 
of days in trying a number of quick-firing 
six-pounder guns made at the Arsenal on 
the instructions of Viceroy Wei of Nan- 
king. It is stated that there are twenty of 
these quickfirers and that they are intend- 
ed for the troops at Kiangyin. 


4th May. 
En route to the St. Lonis Exposi- 
tion. 

‘The U. S. Mail steamor Siberia which 
left for San Francisco yesterday took 
with her the portrait of the Empress 
Dowager for exhibition at the St. Louis 
Exposition. As already stated in a 
previous “Note” the portrait is under 
the care of Taotai Shén Néng-ha, who 
has been specially selected by Viceroy 
Yuan Shi to take charge of it on 
the voyage. Taotai Shén Neng-ha is 
known to many foreigners in Shanghai as 
a former Manager of the China Merchants’ 
hore and he was until lately Taotai of the 
Trung-Yung Intendancy of Chibli (T’ung- 
chow.) 

The Russian Violation of the

west of tho Liao river, recently, accord- 
ing to a reliable dispatch from North 
Chinchou, almost brought on a conflict 
detween themselves and General Ma Yit- 
k‘un’s troops stationed in the vicinity on 
several occasions. General Ma tele- 
graphed to Peking reporting matters and 
asking to be allowed a free hand to deal * 
with the Russian invaders, but, as usual, 
the timid officials in the Waiwapu refused 
the permission telling the General * to 
keep quiet,” thereby making the declara- 
tion of neutrality west of the Liao a dead 
letter.

report was burned by the retrea 
Russians after the loss of Kiuliencl 
was, according to a Chinese dispateh 
from Moukden, first abandoned by the 
inhabitants of the city a few days before- 
hand. It appoars that under order of 
the General commanding tho Russian 








troops in the vicinity, the Chines 
inhabitants and their mandarins, in- 
cluding the chihhsion of the city, 


wore driven out wholesale at the point 
of the bayonet and ordered to seck 
for safety elsewhere as the Russians 
intended to make a stand in Antung 
against the Japanese. Eventually, the 
chithsien followed by his weeping 
people made their way to Kuolimon 
(Corean Gate) the official dividing line 
between China and Corea, some eight or 
ten miles distant from Antung, and 
there put up their temporary quarters. 
Hence we may infer that although the 
Russians burned Antung during their 
flight from the victorious Japanese 
comparatively few Chineso remained 
in the city at the time.

The Empress's Portrait. 

‘The sending of the Empress Dowager's 
portrait to the St. Louis Exposition is being

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THE NAVAL BATTLE 
OF 13TH APRIL. 





The following vivid account of the 
great naval battle of the 13th April in 
which the Petropavlovsk was lost is 
translated from the Novi Krai.” 

At break of day on the 13th April 
about 5 o'clock, our torpedo-boats which 
were at sea discovered the enemy and 
immediately attacked them. ‘There 
followed a heavy engagement during 
which there came forward a division of 
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Japanese consisting of two battleships 
with four cruisers. These supporting 
their torpedo-boats began to surround 
our torpedo boats subjecting them to 
a terrible fire with the object of their 
destruction. But the Bayan hastened 
to their assistance and approaching 
the Japanese squadron at a distance of 
gunfire alone, engaged it in battle, there- 
by saving our damaged torpedo’ boats. 
Our torpedo boat Bestrachni had al- 
ready sunk. A whaleboat lowered from 
the Bayan was only successful under a 
rain of shot in saving five men. The 

jemy opened a killing fire on the B: 
and covered torpedo boats with quick 
fire. All saved were seriously wounded. 

‘The Bayan receiving herself the whole 
force of the enemy’s fire and continuing 
to advance, thereby drew our opponent's 
attention from our torpedo boats and 
allowed them a favourable retreat. But 
the danger for the Bayan increased, 

inute fire from six large ships 
ion of torpedo boats being 
centered upon hor alone. Our squadron 
hastened to assist. The Petropavlovsk 
followed in line by others left port and 
flew to assist. 

‘They drew up in battle order and taking 
the Bayan into line opened fire. They 
defeated and pursued the enemy. 

When the enemy’s squadron di 
appeared beyond the visible horizon, 
those on board the Petropavlovsk noticed 
another enemy's squadron numbering 
twelve pennants approaching Port Arthur 
from the North-west. The two divisions 
of the enemy advanced in the direction 
of Liaotishan with the object of joinin 
forces. Our equadron turned round and 
returning stood under the protection 
of our batteries, to separate and reform 
in battle order. By this timo the last 
ship had entered the outer harbour. 

Suddenly at the bow of the Petro- 
pavlovsk there appeared a tremendous 
column of water. A slight sound of a 
mine explosion was audible immediately 
followed by one more intensive. ‘Then 
the whole midship portion of the levia- 
than battleship became enveloped in 
flame and clouds of _yellowish-brown 
smoke, the stern mounted up, the screws 
revolved helplessly in the air and within 
two minutes the battleship had ceased 
to be; in its place there splashed the 
w Torpodo-boats which came up 
in time saved those who were swimming 
in the icy cold water.

He 
was brought to the out-door department 
of the Hospital the last day of February, 
and I removed the bullet from 
It had gone through from one si 
other about the middle of 
lodged just under the skin. ‘The removal 
was easy, as the skin over it had sloughed, 
and all T had to do was to lift it out with 
& pair of forceps. The bone was not 
broken, but the course of the bullet 
showed it had gone quite close to the 
bone, even if it did not graze it. The 
man, a young farmer aged about twenty- 
threo, said he was shot the last day of last 
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near Wusieh, by a foreigner standing on 
a house boat. Ho said he himself was on 
a straw boat and they were all trying 
to get by, and he supposed the foreiger 
shot him because the straw boat was 
blocking the passage. He described the 
gun with which the foreigner did the 
shooting as a small one, and indicated 
its length by holding his hands about two 
feet apart. 

On examining the bullet I decided it 
came from a BB cartridge and must 
havo been fired from a small parlour rifle, 

The wound was already infected and 
very painful, and we tried to get him to 
stay in the hospital, but he was evidently 
very much afraid’ of foreigners and 
insisted on leaving as soon as the bullet 
was removed. I saw nothing more of him 
until March the Ist, when he returned 
to the hospital in most deplorable con- 
dition. Pus had burrowed among the 
deop muscles of the thigh, drawing them 
so that he could not straighten his leg, 
and he seemed to suffer almost constant 
pain. We have laid the wound open to 
get drainage, but the pus still continues 
to burrow; he is losing appetite and flosh, 
has fever, and suffers horribly day and 
night, and what the upshot will be no 
one can tell. 

If nothing can be done to bring the 
author of this cruel mischief to justice, 
he certainly ought to be willing to com- 
pensate the victim for his sufferings and 
loss of time.

WOOSUNG 
REVISITED. 


‘The minor posts of Shanghai have neglected 
an opportunity. None, so far as we are 
aware, has yet sung the charms of Woosung. 
It is the fashion rather to decry the piace, 

Many know it only as the peculiarly de- 
pressing anchorage where they obtained their 
first unlucky impression of Shanghai. The 
name conjures up recollections of discom- 
forts inevitable when leaving ship after a 
long voyage and Woosung becomes linked 
in memory with the dreary mud-flats and 
smoky mills banking the Huangpu. 

But Woosung, no less than Yarrow, bears 
revisiting : pays for it a hundredfold. Half 
fan hour's easy riding in a railway-camiage 
and in five minutes more one can be at the

attraotive about the Woosung soldier and

of some of his native courtesy and charm. 
At Woosung all is delightfully different. If, 
as is almost certain to be the case, you have 
& camera with you, the gallant sentry will 
invite you by the plainest gestures to make 
a picture of him. He will pose with his 
country associates about the decorative 
portal of the fort, or he will condescend to 
‘make a playful pretence at digging you in 
the ribs with his bayonet—this to call your 
attention to the notice that unauthorised 
visitors are not allowed within, and that he 
intends to hold his post to the death. Across 
the way on the parade ground the probability 
is you will see a company drilling assiduously, 
the sergeant-instructor strutting with the 
importance of his kind, not confined to 
adershot, flicking his cane with an air, 
chiding a man here, adjusting a buckle there, 
snapping out orders with a click, and pre- 
tending, at all events, the utmost non- 
chalanoe—a comedy of manners. 

Creaking down the narrow road-track, 
bumping in and out of the ruts, go the wheol- 
barrows, 60 far fortunately the only means 
of locomotion other than walking or pong~ 
back. Fortunately, for there is a leisurely 
picturesqueness about a barrow, a social 
advantage, too, if one has a companion on 
the other’ side of the dividing knife-board, 
which makes a riesha seom modern and horrid, 
and a brougham or victoria a positive dis 
figurement in the landseapo. barrow 
coolie knows properly how to beam as welt 
as how to perspire: his seems at least a 
labour almost of love to him, and the look 
‘of honest satisfaction with which he regards 
the ten-cent piece which you give him for 
his paing, is something to be regretted ever 
afterwards in foreignised Shanghai. Long 
may he flourish, untutored and happy. 

But one Western luxury Woosung now 
bousts and with all our love for the primuuve 
we would not. gladly spare it, ‘Thanks to 
‘Mr. Harry Wright, one can now get a really 
oxcellent foreign meal, a tiffin, a high tea, 
or a dinner, served in ample’ comfort and 
with fastidious cleanliness, at what will in- 
wvitably become a favourite resort of tired 
diyellers in this busy city of commerce—the 
Woosung Forts Hotel. ‘To write more would 
cavour of puffery, and yot it is a temptation 
to picture in advance’ the pleasant picnics 
that could be managed in the spacious garden 
now being laid out, and to dwell in fancy 
on the possibility even of promenade con- 
corts among the lantern-hung trees. We are 
not in Mz. Wright’s confidence and do not 
know what his plans may be, but he has the 
means at all events of making enjoyment for 
‘a large public. 

‘To revisit’ Woosung suggests one other 
‘thought or rather hope, and that is that 
the day be not long distant when, either 
through the enterprise of private land-ownors 
or through the initiative of the Municipal 
Council, the two roads which now terminate 
abruptly at half the distance may be con- 
tinued to reach the Yangtze port, and a 
splendid circular drive of twenty miles or so 

ened up as a variation to the Jessfield and 
Sicawwei culs-de-sac. 








NOTES FROM COREA. 


‘A visitor from Unsan, in North-western 
Corea, the site of the American gold 
mines, reports that all is quiet there. 
Sixty Cossacks made their sppearance 
there one day and left the next day. 
‘Tho following day Japanese troops ap- 
peared. ‘The Coreans in the North-wost 
kre very much afraid of the Russians, 
and deserted their villagés on masso 
yhen any Cossacks were near. ‘The only 





effect the war has had on the mines! 
is that labour has been more scarce, 
the Corean coolies getting two yen a day 
from the Japanese and earning it. The! 
Japanese have established a store of 
provisions every twenty miles between 
Chinnampo and Wiju. The Japanese 
soldier, heavily loaded as he already is, 
adds to his equipment one of his native 
swords; many of the cavalry men have 
slung over their. backs one of their old- 
fashioned two-handed swords, and tho 
officers have nearly all had Japanese blades 
fitted to their regulation sword-hilts. All 
these blades are as keen as a razor. Tho 
foreigners, of whom thera are some sixty 
at the mines, have had no trouble with 
the Japanese troops. They are in the 
habit of carrying a rifle and revolver with 
them when they travel, Coreans being 
not always too friendly; but they, were: 
asked by the Japanese officers not to go 
armed, as every foreigner is a Russian 
to the Japanese private. The Coreans 
have no love for the Cossacks, who rob 
them unmereifully ; the Japanese soldiers 
steal their chickens, etc., when they get 
the chance, but the Japanese rule is to pay! 
for what they take. The Japaneso missed 
‘a good chance on tho 31st of March last. 
There were 1,500 Russians in Wiju on 
that day who conld not cross the Yalu 
owing to the river being in spate; but 
they got away on the 3rd inst. when the 
freshet went down. There were never 
more than 2,000 Russians altogether in 
North-west Corea, and there are nowhere 
80 many Ruissians as is reported. 


The Coreans make excellent miners. 
The Chinese do more work in the same 
time, when they are shown what 
they have to do, by their sheer] 
brute strength, but tha Coreans use 
their brains more. They are excellent 
judges of ore, and dislike working in poor 
ground. It is difficut to make them work 
at all in ordinary couritry rock in which 
there is no gold. Drilling competitions 
areheld from time to time at the mines, 
in which the Coreans take great interest. 


‘The Coreans in Hamkyongdo, the north- 
eastern province, are very friendly to the 
Russians, their great man, Li Yong-ik, 
having begun his career as a Hamkyongdo 
water-carrier in Seoul. The. statement 
that there are, or were, 2,000 or more 
Japanese troops in the province, seems to 
bean exaggeration. ‘Tho Japanese troops 
in North-eastern Corea have not come in 
from the sea-coast, but have followed up 
the left bank of the Yalu, fromthe west- 
ward. 


‘There are quantities of pheasants and 
deer round Unsan, and mauy leopard 
skins, with an occasional tiger-skin, are 
brought in by the Corean hunters. Hawk- 
ing is the favourite way of killing phea- 
sants; tigers are more numerous in the 
‘Hwanghai province, south of Pingyang. 


‘There are 200 stamps and three cyanide 
plants in work at the American mines. 
At the English Gwendoline mine at: 
Eunsan there are 20 stamps, and this 
mine made recently its first shipment of 
bullion. 

‘There isno doubt that there is a bright 
future for the Coreans with a decent 
government, such as the Japanese are 
endeavouring to establish; but tho 
rough treatment of the Coreans by’ the 
lower-class Japanese has militated against 
their success. 

It was learnt at Chemulpo that the 
Varyag is much less damaged below deck 
than was thought at first. All her guns 
have been recovered, and there is little

In this action—a suit, for the value of some 
opium alleged to have gone astray while 
in custody of the carriers—Mr. McNeill was

(L) ‘Tho plaintiff is a British subject re- 
ident at Shanghai and carrying on business 
‘there as @ merchant, * 

(2) ‘The defendants are o British firm and 
are the owners of a line of steamers. 

(3.) Tho plaintiff is the holder of a bill of 
Jading dated the 6th October, 1902 of 55 
chests of opium shipped at Calcutta on board 
the defendants’ ship Lightning for carriags 
from Caloutta to Shanghai. The bill a 
lading is signed by the defendants’ agent, ths 
master of the ship, and has’ beon endossed 
to the plaintify, to whom the property in the 
said opium passed by such endonsement. 
‘Tho plaintiff craves Ieave to refer to the 
said bill of lading at the hearing of this 
action. 


(4.) Of the said 65 chests of opium half 
4 chest or 20 balls have been short. delivered 
by the defendants. In further breach of their 
contract under the said bill of lading the 
defendants did not deliver the said 55 cases 
to the plaintiff in apparent good order and 
condition. 

‘The plaintiff therefore prays:— 

(1.) ‘That the defondants may be ordered 
to deliver to him the balance of his cargo 
or the value thereof namely Tis. 365 with 
interest at the rate of 7 per cent from the 
Sth December, 1902. 

(2.) In the alternative that the defendants 
‘may be ordered to pay to the plaintiff the 
an of Tis 800 by vay of damagls in respon 
of the breach of contract specified in para- 
staph 5 of this petition, 

(6) That the defendants may be ordered 
to pay to the plaintiff his costs of suit.

Before calling the evidence from Chin- 
‘ang, Mr. Ellis got permission to ask 
Prisoner Greer a question, in reference to 
Hespeler’s leaving Chinkiang. Greer replied : 
He (Went away that night, so far as I know. 
I didn’t g20 him in the morning. 

‘The ovideace of Police Inspector Thomas 
William Bowern, of Chinkiang, was to the 
following effect : 

Hespeler first made Greer’s acquaintance 
on the 15th December 1903, because on that 
day witness introduced the two men in the 
Customs Club at Chinkiang. It was in that 
Club he first met Hespeler, the previous 
day, 14th ‘December. Greer ho first knew 
in’ January 1903, that being, he believed, 
Greer’'s second visit to Chinkiang. The 
European members of the Chinkiang com- 
munity were talking in November of a fortune 
left. to Greer’s cousin. ‘The day after he 
hheand it, Greer came and mentioned it to 
him, He said: “I suppose you have heard 
of my stroke of luck.” Witness asked him 
if he did not mean his cousin's £30,000 
or £40,000, Greer said: “Yes. ‘That's so. 
‘You didn't’ know that Greer, the whisky dis- 
tiller, was my uncle?” Witness said: “* No. 
Not till you told me now.” Greer said 
jocularly: “That's the man's whisky that 
has killed so many people.” Witness said : 
“Wm glad that I didn’t patroniso it.” 
Greer went on to say that his cousin was 
an inmate of a ‘lunatic asylum, but 
not so mad at times as he was re 
ported to be. His cousin was allowed 
to go out shooting with a gun, and fishing, 
in of a keoper. Witness advised Greer 
that ‘he had better knock off the heavy drink- 
ing, otherwise he himself would be in a 
Tunatic asylum. In reply to witness, Greer 
said the news came by post, and that the 
letter bad been searching for him through 
the Straits Settlements. The Consul had 
received the letter, he said, and congratulated 
him, advising him to keep his position in 
the Consulate, and he (the Consul) wou'd 
ook after his affairs. Greer admitted that 
it was good advice, but next day told wit- 
ness that he bad ‘changed bis mind, and 
‘was going to entrust his affairs to Stokes and 
Platt. He asked for the loan of a telegraph 
code, the “A.B.C.,” as he wanted to tele 
graph home to his legal advisers, Messrs. 
‘Auld and Stronach. He said ke was going 
4o put them in connection with his local 
egal advisers, Stokes and Platt. ‘Two or 
‘threo days later he borrowed it again, saying 
he had bad a cable from Auld and Stronach, 
which he expected was the reply ro Stokes 
and Platt, Witness offered to help translate 
the cable, and Groer replied : “I'll be d—d 
if you do, You're not going to know my 
private business.” Witness said: “Sorry ; 
thought I might be of assistance. ‘There's 
‘the code book. ‘Take it, and go where your 
uncle has gone, for all I care.”” Greer said: 
“Keep your hair on, old chap,” and left 
the station, He came back again oh the 9th 
December. Witness was not sure that it, was 
morning or evening, but it was the 9tb. 
Ho then said the telegram (translated from 
‘eypher) was: “Greer. Consulate, Chi 
YBang.—Stokes and Platt respectable firm, 
poor but honest, make other arrangements 
Ruld and Stronach.” Laughter.) Greer said 
he'd bo d—d if he did. “ Stokes and Platt 
are the people for me,” and said he would 
telegraph to Auld and Stronach to follow 
‘instructions. He said moreover that cabling 
was d—y expensive. He was going to 
Shanghai, he suid, becauge he had been in- 
formed he could’ obtain money on thoze 
documents. Witness met him frequently 
afterwards, and Greer was always talsing 
bout this money. 

Kau Shum, Hespeler’s “boy,” stated that 
ho accompanied his master from Chinkiang 
to Shanghai in Decomber last. He knew 
Mr. Greer, whom he saw on board the 
steamer Poyang. His master told him to 
hand to Greer $100. It was his master’s 














money, kept in a box, of which witness kept 
the key. 

In reply to the customary caution, 
Hespeler had nothing to say. Greer said: 
T' should Hke to call attention to the fact 
that Mr. Ladow, manager of the Central 
Hotel, said he had known me three years 
ago.” As a matter of fact he has only 
Koown me sixteen months. He could not 
have known me three years ago.

Shanghai, 2nd May. 
R. v, Manco Goupsters. 

Marco Goldstein was charged with having 
on the 28th and 29th March attempted 
to bribe Detective-Sergeant John Gilfillan 
to refrain from performing his duties. 

Mr. Loftus E. PB. Jones prosecuted for the 
Shanghai Municipal Council and Mr. R. N. 
Macleod appeared for the defence. Mr. G. 
D. Musso appeared to watch the case on 
behalf of the Municipal Police in the interests 
of the prosecution pending in the Italian 
Penal Coneular Court. 

‘Mr. Jones intimated that, as it would be 
necessary to commit accused for trial if a 
prima facie case were made out, he would 
proceed without preliminary remark to call 
his evidence. . 

Detective-Sergeant John Gilfllan—I_have 
been employed in the Municipal Police Force 
since January, 1898, I have known accused 
for upwards of five years. He is a hotel 
proprietor in Broadway—the Grand Oriental 
Hotel, late the Cleveland. This charge has 
been made on my information. On the “8th 
March I left the Supreme Court, where I 
hhad been engaged in another case, and was 
standing at the gate of the Consulate com- 
pound talking to a friend, at about 10.45 
Eom., when accused came’ across the road 
and beckoned to me. I left my friond and 
went over to him, when Goldstein used the 
following words: “Why don't you mako a 
chance, the sume as others have done before 
you?’ I replied “In what way; what do 
You mean?” He said: “By leaving the 
girl houses alone and not making too-much 
trouble.” He added that if I did 60 he 
would get me $200 or $300 a month, 
would be paid through him, and I need havo 
no fear, as it would never be discovered. I 
asked what houses be referred to and he 
said “One in Nanzing Road,” by which I 
understood him to mean one being fitted up 
in a manner I had been to see the landlord 
about. I said: “But I am not the only 
detective in Shanghai; there are others as 
‘well as me,” and be replied: “That's all 
Tight, you can fix them up yourself.” I 
told him this was a very serious matter, and 
T would take a day or two to consider 
He then left me and I went over to Detective- 
Inspector Armstrong and reported the matter 
40 him. Tt went through bim to Captain 
Boisragon the same day. I also wrote out a 
elatement of facts of the conversation and 
handed in. On the night of the 29th I again 
snw accused at the Oriental Hotel.” He 
drew me aside and said: “What about that 
affair?” I exid: “What affair?” and he 
[said: “About the houses I was talking to 
you about.” I again told him i was 
\ ery serious matter, and he replied it would 
Ye all right. He then asked me how many 
gitl houses there were in Hongkew altogether 
‘and I replied about ten; and he said he 
wrould get me about $100 from each house, 
Which would mean about $1,000 a-month to 
be paid through him. He said: “If they 
don't pay the $100, close them up at once.” 
He further added that these were poor women 
tzying to make a living. I told him again I 
would consider the matter and came away.

a detective, I get orders from the inspector 
to report all houses open for improper pur- 
‘poses. My orders are from Inspector Bourke 
to watch such houses and report any dis- 
orderly conduct inside for the purposes of 
prosecution. ‘These people are prosecuted 
nder Bye-law 34 of the Municipal Bye-laws. 
T have laid informations under that bye-law, 
in various Consular Couris. I know Nan- 
zing Road, off the Broadway; Goldstein's 
hotel is portly in the road. Nearly all the 
houses are Chinese, but there are some semi- 
foreign, between Broadway and Whangpoo 
Road. "I have watched houses in Nanzing 
Road, those adjoining the Oriental Hotel 
in fact that is the only place where 
they are, except three opened lately on 
the other side. Four different people 
in these houses next to the hotel have 
been summoned before their Consuls. 
T know that this property is leased to 
accused; there are two houses No. 156-7 
Nanzing Road. Under instructions from 
Inspector Bourke I spoke to him about them 
on the 25th February last, and warned him 
that the occupation of thase houses by dis- 
orderly characters imporilled his license. He 
said he sublet them to other people. Gobd- 
stein knew my duty in regard to these houses 
before the 29th March. 

Before Mr. Macleod cross-examined, 

His Worship remarked that as this was 
a Crown prosecution, it would be open for 
Mr. Platt as Crown Advocate to conduct the 
prosecution. 

Mr. Macleod said he had already noted 
that fact. : 

Detective-Sergeant Gildllan, cross-examin- 
ed—I have here the statement of facts which 
T wrote out at the time and have referred 
to in my evidence. It. was written on the 
morning of the 20th March (statement put 
in). It was about 8.15 on that night that, 
I saw Goldstein in the bar of his hotel. 
‘He referred to all ten houses of this character 
in Hongkew and it was he who said that, 
‘at $100 each, this would mean $1,000 4 
‘month for me. I did not mention where 
the ten houses wore. ‘The proseoutions un- 
der the Municipal Byo-kaw were for keeping 
brothels and disorderly houses. 

‘Mr. Macleod—Wall you show. mo anything 
in the bye-law which ‘would justify a convic- 
tion on such a charge. 

Witness read the byo-daw. 

His Worship, supposed the point was that 
the bye-law stated that such houses as were 
eaumerated should not be conducted with- 
out a license. But these prosecutions were 
in the Courts of several nationalities, each 
of which had its own method of dealing 
with such charges. ‘The Council were on 
Brm ground at any rate when they pro- 
secuted on the ground that the houses were 
not Hoensed. 

Witness said the prosecutions had simply 
eon against the tenants for using the houses 
for disorderly purposes. . 

‘Cross-examination (continued) —Gedstein 
told me he had. sublet one of his houses, 
No. 187 Nanzing- Road, to a man called 
Pope, who formerly kept a grocery and 
general store in Boone Road at a shop now 
Slosed. The house was used as a bakery. 
‘Aman called Kennedy, Goldstein said, drew 
rent for the other house in Nanzing Road, 
and by this I understood Kennedy was, the 
manager. In telling Goldstein on the 25th 
February that his liconse might be interfered 
with, I referred to his hotel license. 

His Worship—The Municipal Council are 
at liberty, of course, to withhold hotel 
licenses irom such persons as they consider 
undesirable. 

Witness—Goldstein told me he could not 
tum the women out and I said he was the 
Jandlord. 

"As this stage, on the application of Mr. 
Jones a remand was granted till next day. 

‘His Worship intimated that prisoner would 
be released from custody on entering into 
is own recognisance in $1,000 and finding 
‘two sureties of $500 each.

Mr: Jones said he had ‘been notified 
that Mr. Macleod was not appearing at 
this hearing. 

His Worship-said that he understood

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INTERFERING WITH 
THE KING'S MAILS. 


6th May. 

Ir has been suggested more than 
once, that the Russians, if they found 
that they were getting the worst of a 
conflict: with what they despise as a 
small Asiatic nation, would endeavour 
to involve some European Power in 
the struggle, so that they might 
make the excuse that they were 
forced to yield to a combination too 
strong for them, No other motive 
can be imagined for such an outrage 
as is reported this moraing by Reuter, 
an outrage which. recalls the Trent 
affair, whicl nearly caused a war 
between Great Britain and the United 
States, It is somewhat surprising 
that the captain of the Osiris allowed 
such a sacred charge as His Majesty's 
mails to be touched under any cir- 
cumstances. Whatever threats the 
Russian officer made to him, public 
opinion would undoubtedly bave sup- 

orted him in ignoring them, and be 
‘as missed the chance of becoming a 
popular hero, ‘That our Government 
Will insist on an abject apology, is 
certain; and if Russian gunboats are 
to continue highhanded action of this 
kind, always being careful to select 
unarmed merchant vessels for their 
attacks, it will be well for Admiral 
Domvile to sce that the P. & O. 
express steamers are escorted in 
future by British cruisers. 

Tt must not be concluded, how- 
ever, that the mails carried on neu- 
tral steamers are under all circum- 
stances immune from search. By the 
British Prize Law, the mail-bags 
carried by the mail steamers are not 
exempt from search for “enemy dis- 
patches,” this term meaning “any 
official communications, important or 
unimportant, between officers, whe- 
ther military or civil, in the service 
of the enemy on the public affairs of 
their Government.” But there is one 
all-important exception to this rule, 
namely :—Official communications 
between the enemy's home Govern- 
ment, and the enemy’s Ambassador or 
Consul resident in a neutral State. 
Js can hardly be imagined that 
there would be any official com- 
munication in the mail-bags in the 
Mediterranean which would not come 
within this exception. It should 
be noted too that the commander of 
the searching vessel must not take 
out any dispatches he may find and 
-allow the vessel to proceed ; he must 


detain the vessel and send her to a! 


Prize Court for adjudication with 
the dispatches on board. 

In the instructions to Russian 
naval officers the above-noted ex- 
ception does not seem to be expressly 
made, but it is stated that among 
the acts which are considered to be 
on the same footing as contraband of 
war with the same consequences for 
a neutral vessel or cargo, is “the 
conveyance of enemy's dispatches, 
i.e, business correspondence Between 
enemy’s chiefs and their agents 
who are on a ship or on terri- 
tory belonging to or occupied by the 
enemy.” There would be no such 
dispatches evidently in mail-bags on 
the Maditerranean; and that is why 
we call the recent incident an out- 
rage. 

The custom adopted by civilised 
nations is in accordance with the rule 
adopted by the United States Go- 
vernment during the Civil War:— 
“Public mails of any friendly or 
neutral Power, duly certified or an- 
thenticated as such, found on board 
captured vessels, shall not be search- 
ed or opened.” (Wheaton’s Interna- 
tional Law.) Dr. Dana adds that an 
examination of genuinely authen- 
ticated mails is a violation of this 
immunity, and “the searcher takes 
the risk and his Government the 
consequences.” r 





THE BATTLE OF 
KIULIENCHENG. 


6th May. 


‘Tae Russian force at Kiulienchéng 
seems to have consisted of the 11th 
and 12th infantry regiments, the 
cavalry brigade of General Mis- 
chenko, and 48 guns, and at least 
‘one-half of this force was killed, 
wounded, or taken prisoner by the 
Japanese, while 28 of the guns 
were captured by the enemy. It 
was a much more serious affair than 
was gathered from General Kuroki’s 
first report. The disaster appears 
to have been due to the Russian com- 
mander’s disregard of orders. His 
orders were to retire as soon as he 
was in touch with the Japanese 
army, but he remained too late, and 
the Russian soldiers seem to have 
fought with true Russian stolidity; 
until more than half their guns were 
rendered useless by the death of the 
gunners and the horses, and until 
practically all their officers were 
killed or captured, when the re- 


huangehéng. The Japanese strategy 


'seems to be as superior to the Rus- 


sian on land as on sea. How the 
news has affected St. Petersburg 
Reuter bas not told us; that it has 
greatly encouraged the Japanese 
goes without saying. It has also 
ad a very encouraging effect on the 
Chinese, who had been told that 
while the Japanese might be better 
sailors than the Russians, they could 
not hope to meet the latter on land 
with any chance of success ; and it is 
officially stated that the Chinese 
Government has plucked up courage 
to send a considerable body of. 
cavalry and artillery to enforce the 
neutrality of the Chinese territory 
west of the Liao river, a task which 
General Ma Yu-kun has been for 
some time anxious to undertake, but 
which the Waiwapu hitherto de- 
clinied to allow ‘him to attempt. 
From the latest telegram received 
last night we are glad to learn that 
the report of the death of General 
Kashtalinsky was unfounded,

Ho only came to sufficiently to give three 
short gasps, was then taken to his houso 
in Miller Road, and thence to the ceme- 
tory. Mr. Eastlack had more than ono 
attack of heart disease lately and his 
doath is supposed to have been due to 
this cause. He was 69 years of age. 

‘The funeral will take place at 5 p.m. 
to-day. As far as.can be accertained no 
inquest will be held. Some extraordinary 
rumours concerning deceased's recovery 
were afloat in the afternoon but they 
proved to be unfounded.

bill and bullion broker. A man of good 
abilities and address and genial manners, 
anda great lover of sport, he was very 
much liked, and he did good service, 
among other things, to the Race Cinb as 
Clerk of the Course. He is to be buried 
at 6.15 to-day.

Another former Shanghai resident 
has passed away in the porson of 
Mr. I. EB.

A brilliant writer, 
and acharming man, he camo here very 
young aiid was unfortunate enough to get 
led away by bad company ; but he pulled 
himself together when he got back home, 
‘and was City Editor of, the “Charlotte 
Daily Observer” when he died on Easter 
Sunday last, deeply and unfeignedly re- 
gretted by the whole city of Charlotte, 
N.C. He came from one of the best 
families in North Carolina, his motor 
being a sister of Mrs. Stonewall Jackson. 
He was to have ben married on the 28th 
of April to the daughter of General 
Robert D. Johnston.

It is. rather 
remarkable that on neither occasion was the 
tower seriously injured, though most of the 
Walls save the front, of which the tower 
Vforms a were pulled down almest, to: 

the ground. Other buildings are also boing 
erected in the ground adjoining, which were 
pbtained from the Chinese at the settlement 
following the Tientsin massacre. ‘This was 
the original site of the Catholic Mission in 
‘Tientsin, or rather in its north-easters 
suburb, and across the river from the city, 
and it’now looks as if the place was to be 
‘eceupied again for permanent, work. 

‘Whe Country Quiet. 

,, In the surrounding country quiet’ appears 
‘to prevail. We have heard of one 
willage not a great way from Tientsin whore 
‘some trouble was, made jin connection with 
enting a chapel, but. nothing serious came 
from it. It is a village in which a, large 
number of literati. reside, and bas always 
| been opposed to having any Christian work 
‘opened there. Possibly it is an outcropping 
|lof a feeling which come think exists very 
| generally tiough keeping itself in the back- 
ground more than ever before, viz., that the 
foreigner is not loved any more than 
| formerly. Perhaps not; and why should 
Ihe be? It does not appear that a. great deal 
has been done to win Chinese affection, or 
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to icion and fear, 
peti fig places and by some sections 
of the Western peoples. 

The Proposed Marytrs’ Memorial. 

Since writing you regarding the Martyrs’ 
Memorial in Shanghai, not a few persons 
havé been heard to express the opinion that 
the plan suggested in that letter is the one 
to be followod because it is the one liely 
to accomplish the most good. ‘Ss 
appeared in the “Missionary Recorder” also 
approving these suggestions, and expressing 
the dosite that that part of the letter in the 
“N.C. Daily News” which refers to the 
memorial should be reproduced in the “Re- 
corder” with a call for an expression of 
opinion, Tt is to be regretted that, this re- 
quest was “not complied with; for there 
is little doubt that there are many who do 
‘the heavy” expenditure of 
place far away from where 
any of the martyrs suffered. We trust the 
“Recorder”? is not 90 committed to the 
Shanghai idea that it is unwilling to invite 
an expression of opinion on eo important a 
subject as that’ of expending this money where 
it will do the most good. Where and in what 
way can we accomplish the most for the 
Master and the saving of souls ought to be 
the uppermost thought in any such project 
as this; and active, manifest work in many 
places rather than a pile of brick and mortar 
in one place; ing that will run on 
and work on through the years among the 
people, and not be hidden away in a busy 
city, away from the masses, is the better 
answer to the question. 

A Good Suggestion. 

‘And just here let the names of three men be 
mentioned who should be memorialised in the 
very capital itself. Baron von Ketteler has 
his monument there; these deserve it quite 
as much, and from such a fond, not from 
Chinese or Government money. ‘The persons 
referred to are Chao and Yuen, who changed 
the characters in the Empress Dowager’s 
Faict and saved the lives of a number of 
missionaries; and Hsi who opposed the 
Boxers in other ways to the advantage of 
foreigners, as he realised the terrible issues 
at stake in the trend of affairs; these lost 
their own lives in consequence. Posubly 
they were not “Obristian” martyrs, but 
they were martyrs for humanity and for 
good; and we, the foreigners, ought to re- 
member them in a way to impress their own 
people with our appreciation of their deed, 
and do it where it will be seen and its in- 
fluence felt as an agency doing good because 
of their good deed, through the coming 
yeurs, And Peking’ is the place for such 
4 memorial, just as other memorials should 
be erected’ in Paotingfu, Thiyuanfu, and 
other places. Let there bo a full and free 
expression of opinion on this important 
memorial question. Let us seek the better 
way: the way of widest range of influence 
for good.

Departure of Troops 

It is several months since anything of 
importance has occurred in Tungekou. ‘The 
most noteworthy event of the winter was the 
departure of General Ma’s troops to guard 
the Manchuria frontier of this province. He 
left about 1,000 of his troops which number 
in all 10,000, divided into 22 or 23 camps. 
‘The three camps left in Tungchou were not 
considered eufficient to guard the capital 
and eight camps came in immediately from 
Hupeh. ‘The full compliment of 500 per 
camp is not maintained in these troops and 
it is said that there are not more than 2,500 
soldiers in the eight camps giving us a total 
of 4,000 troops now stationed here. Before

troops. Visits are quite as frequently made 
by the Japaneso and often at the same time 
as by the Russians. We heard not long azo 
of a Russian officer sent to inspect the 
military forees at Paotingfu who was 
hampered by of the language: He 
fell in with a pleasant English-speaking 
Oriental who obligingly undertook to inter- 
pret for him and did in fact accompany him 
throughout his tour but proved in the end 
to be a Japaneso in disguise who was 
originally on the same errand as the Russian, 
‘The Reports of Uneasiness 
among the natives in and around the capita’ 
and the danger of the government beinz 
driven into the war by popular uprisinz 
‘against foreigners in general are absolutely 
unfounded so far as we can see. The people 
were never more friendly and apparently 
have confidence in the foreigners’ presence 
as a guarantee of their own security. They 
‘come to the chapels daily for trustworthy 
reports of the war and several times our 
friends in outlying districts have come in 
to learn from the foreigners lips the truth 
concerning the absurd rumours current about 
Russian successes in Shantung, and the 
dangers of ax invasion. ‘The actual facte 
are sufficient ‘to allay their fears and the 
svmpathies of the peovlo are unanimously 
with the Japanese. The reports of the 
sufferings of the natives in territorv occupied 
by Russians are not preparing this section 
to welcome them if their troops enter this 
province. 
The Vorth-China Union College. 
‘The North China Collece. now called the 
North-China Union Colleze since the 
American Board Mission and the London 
‘Mission united their educational forces, has 
had an enrolment of 97 which is larger than 
over before. ‘This includes Academy, Collece. 
and Theological Seminary. In January a

‘Municipal and all kinds of public con- 
tracts should in our opinion, and we are 
not alone, be publicly advertised, calling 
for tenders. 

Shareholders of large companies would 
do well to watch and see that this is done 
as they would bo benofited more particul- 
arly.

Siberia for San Francisco, carrying with 
her the Empress Dowager’s portrait en 
route for the St. Louis Exposition, we 
omitted to state that the portrait was 
taken down to Woosung in the China 
Merchants’ steamer Haiting, escorted by 
their Excellencies Li Hai-huan, Imperisl 
Obinese Treaty Commissioner; Wu Ch'ung- 
hai, Vice-Director-General of Imperial Go- 
vernment Telegraphs; Yang — Shih-ch'i, 
Vice-Director-General of the China Mer- 
chants’, and Co-Director of the Chinese 
Commercial Telegraphs; and the Shanghai 
‘Taotai, His Honour Yuan Sbu-hun. 
Arrived at Woosung the above-named high 
officials “personally and reverently”” saw to 
the transhipping of the “Sacred Coun- 
tenance” to the Siberia, after which their 
Excellencies returned to Shanghai the same 
day in the Haiting. We may here state, en 
passant, that H.E. Shéng Kung-pao being in 
‘mourning for his late parent was therefore 
excused from the honour of escorting his Im- 
perial Mistress’s portrait to Woosung. 
Chinese Reinforcement to North 

Chinchou. 

A ‘was current yesterday in man- 
stints here to the effect that a large 
force of cavalry and artillery are being sont 
to the western banks of the Liao river 
from Jeho in order to reinforce the Chinese 

there. This move has been due 
to the recent aggressive measures of the Rus- 
sians in violating Chinase neutral territory. 
All such aggressiveness of the Russians is 
now-a-days treated by the Chinese officials 
in Chibli as 60 much bluff, an opinion that 
has been gaining strength since the com- 
mencement of hostilities. 


FIRE IN FRENCH 
TOWN. 


At 645 p.m. yesterday the fire bell, 
after a rest of over a week, pealed out a 
five-bell alarm for an outbreak in French 
Town. The Brigade was promptly on 
the spot, and found a large native medi- 
cine shop, No.78, Rue du Consulat, ablaze. 














Owing to the inflammable nature of the 
contents the flames leapt a tremendous 
distance into the air and it looked as 
though the fire would be a very big one. 
‘It was soon surrounded on all sides, how- 
ever, and the outbreak was confined to the 
above-mentioned shop, the houses on 
both sides escaping with but little 
damage and that from water. The 
cause of the fire is unknown. The 
damage is believed to be fully covered 
by insurance. By the way, the French 
Council might make some one responsible 
for the efficiency of the hydrants. One 
of the fire companies was unable to get 
any water from one hydrant, and when 
they put on a stream from another it was 
found impossible to turn it off. 








THE CONSECRATION 
‘AT HANKOW. 


(ruos 4 CORRESPONDENT.) 
:Hankow, Ist May, 1904, 

The New Church of St. John the 
Evangelist, in the British Concession was 
consecrated to-day, Sunday, the Feast of 
St. Philip and St. James, ‘The hour was 
fixed at ton o'clock, a half-hour earlier 
than usual, for the convenience of the 
Blue-jackets in harbour, who are regular 
attendants upon Divine Servico in this 
Church. ‘The downpour of rain prevented 
the. sailors from attending, but a good- 
sized congregation from the community 
was prosent. The services were simple 
‘and yet beautiful and deeply impressive. 
‘The Right Reverend G. E. Moule, D.D., 

i the long journey to 
Hankow to officiate for the Bishop of 
Hankow on this occasion. Ho was 
assisted by the Clergy of the American 
Church Mission, which for many 
has conducted ‘the servicos in ti 
Chureh. 

‘The Bishop and Clergy 0 
the door of the Church by the Trustees, 
AK. Craddock, Esq., and W. 8. Living- 
stone, Esq. ‘The other Trustee, ©. B. 
Gordon, Esq., was not able to be present. 
‘The procession moved up the middle 
aisle to the Communion Table, repeating 
alternately Psalm XXIV. After this 
op was presented with the Deed 
rust by V. L. Savage, Esq., the 
Bi ice-Consul. The Bishop then 
read the Deed which was written in the 
year 1874 at the time when the Church 
in Hankow was disestablished by H. M. 
Government and turned over asa gift 
to the British Community of Hankow. 
The Deed declared the conditions under 
which the Church was held. 

Then followed the (onsecration Service 
proper, the order of which had been 
neatly bound in leaflets and placed in 
the pews. At tho close of this service 
Hymn number 395 A. and M. was 
sung and the regular service for 
the day was begun by the Re. 
verend James Jackson, Rector of 
Boone School, Wuchang. Pealms and 
Lessons appropriate to the occasion were 
used, the Rev. 8. H. Littell reading the 
Lessons. 

‘At the close of Morning Prayer and 
after the singing of Hymn Ni 
Bishop proceeded with the beautiful 
Liturgy of the Communion Service of the 
Church of England. After another Hymn 
No. 215 was sung, the sermon was 
preached by Bishop Moule. It was a 
Tare privilege to hear his voice among us. 
He alluded warmly snd tenderly to the

Reverend J. A. Ingle, who was to have 
pésformed the act of consecration. 

He spoke gratefully of the. work of the 
American Church Mission for the Church, 
referring especially to the labonre of the 
Chaplain. The Bishop set forth in his 
sermon the spiritual realities for which 
the Church stood and held forth before 
the congregation a high ideal of Christian 
life and work, reminding us of the 
relation between our lives and those 
of the Chinese among whom we live. 

Tt was, as can well be imagined, 
& time of great, rejoicing for the 
congregation of ‘St. John’s Church 
to assemble again in a Church“ home. 
The new Church is a substantial 
and very attractive structure of red brick 
with trimmings of granite. It is a little 
larger than the old edifice and will sont 
about 250 people: Much credit is due to 
the painstaking interest and careful over- 
sight of the ‘Trustees who have given 
considerable thought and attention to 
the rebuilding. We remember, too, with 

titude the generosity of the five British 

irms, whose guarantees and generous 
subscriptions have with the subscrip- 
tions of others of the Church’s friends 
done s0 much to make to-day’s success 
possible. Our heart and minds have been 
carried back to the late lamented Erskine 
T. Pym, Esq, who as Trustee of the 
church was so zealous and largely in- 
strumental in securing its rebuilding. 

In a rapidly growing foreign com- 
munity like Hankow, which seoms des. 
tined to become a very important contre, 
it is a real satisfaction to know that the 
Chureh of God is there and at work and 
is providing for thé needs of those who 
have come far from home to cast their 
lot in foreign land. For them now in 
Hankow there has been reopened a House 
of Prayer.
